Srr,—I have the honour to forward, to the address of the Right 
Honourable the Governor in Council, a Thylee from His Highness 
the Raja of Kolhapoor, together with translated substance of the same. 

2. In the frequent interviews I have had with the Raja since my 
arrival here ten months ago, His Highness has, sometimes directly, 
sometimes indirectly, introduced the subject of his desire to be 
recognised as sovereign of Kolhapoor and to be allowed a voice in the 
management of public affairs. 

.3. Deeming that from the lawless nature of the native rule in 
Kolhapoor previous to the insurrection of 1844-45 and the former 
refractory chawacter of the population, and more especially the 
intrigues during 1857 known to have been fostered by Prince Chima 
Saheb, the Government would, for some time at least, be averse from 
incurring risk of future troubles by withdrawing the interference it 
had been found necessary to impose on Kothapoor, I have invariably 
discouraged the discussion of the question by His Highness, remind- 
ing him that in all probability his own life and the existence of the 
state’ were preserved entirely by the seasonable interference and 
protection afforded by Government, and the paternal rule accorded 
to Kolhapoor during the lest fifteen years. I pointed out also the 
improved position of Ilis Highness under the arrangement intro- 
duced by my predecessor with the sanction of Government, whereby 
he was vesfed with the more unfettered management of his annual 
income, and with the entire disbursement of the dhurmadai or 
religious expenditure of the state. 
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4. [lis Highness readily admitted that his position had been 
improved, as under the old durbar system he had through the minute 
surveillance of the karbharce been precluded from the exercise of 
independence in his private affairs. 

5. Talso pointed out that the thylee forwarded under date 8th 
June last by Mr. W. W. Robertson, Assistant Political Superinten- 
dent, was still before Government, and that it would be becoming 
to await the expression of the views of Government on that com- 
munication, 

6. Ina late interview, however, His Highness pressed me on the 
subject, and urgently requested me to forward a thylee to the address 
of His Lordship the Governor, ou the grounds that the head of the 
Government which had treated him with much kindness and consi- 
deration would shortly resign his power into other hands, and I 
promised to comply with his wish, at the same time carefully refrain- 
ing from any encouragement to the idea that His Highness’ hopes 
would be fulfilled at the present or any early period. 

7. I considered it prudent to suppress any expression of sympathy 
with the very natural desire of the Raja. Indeed I pressed upon 
him the consideration that he was probably fortunate in being free 
from the cares and responsibility of government, but he evidently 
did not think so, and I find it in truth impossible not to sympathise 
with a prince who, having escaped the most imminenbdanger in boy- 
hood from a political commotion in which he was too young to play 
any part or to incur any guilt, and who having for fifteen years 
received the titular honours of his high rank from the British govern- 
ment, should now in full manhood be excluded by political necessity 
from the exercise of his hereditary rights and powers whic he ardently 
desires to undertake. 

8. But whatever claim to sympathy the Raja may have, 1 feel 
most forcibly that the tranquillity of the province and the welfare 
of the people are considerations of far greater importance than the 
rights of the Raja himself. 

9. It is the latter of these considerations which would appear to 
me to require the most cautious treatment. With respect to political 
disturbances, I conceive that a prince seated on the gadee by the Eng- 
lish government after the lesson he had received in the humiliation 


‘ 
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and restriction of past years, would not beat all likely to be led into 
designs of a nature hostile to the British government, besides which, 
the Raja has on a late critical occasion evinced his entire and sincere 
co-operation with the existing authorities. But it might be with 
much reason feared that a prince suddenly elevated to power without 
any previous experience of public affairs, and left in any great de- 
gree to self-management, would fail altogether in that strength of 
mind and soundness of judgment necessary to the rule of numerous 
ill-educated and improvident_ sirdars, and a large semi-military 
population not over-industrious, fickle in disposition, and prone from. 
past recollections to turbulence towards their rulers ; and it would not 
be surprising under such circumstances that emeutes might occur 
requiring renewed interference by the strong hand of the British 
government and probably a return to British superintendence, 

10, With regard to the welfare of the people, I conceive that 
under no native administration could the even-handed justice in- 
herent in the principles of British polity be expected to be preserved, 
and I doubt whethera native prince could be brought by any amount 
of training and argument sincerely to recognise in practice the 
theory that the chief magistrate of a state holds power not for 
himself but for the people. There can be little doubt thata prince 
in the position of the Kolhapoor Ruja, however amiable his disposi- 
tion, and however sincere and earnest his desire to act justly, would 
in the course of a short time yield to the influence of those around 
him, and pay little practical regard to the laborious details of civil 
and criminal justice and of the revenue administration. . 

11. I conceive therefore that any relaxation of the strictness of 
supervision by the British government over Kolhapoor affairs must, 
as a matter of justice, be very cautiously,and gradually effected, the 
Raja being made unmistakably to understand that his enjoyment of 
power should be commensurate with his proved ability and disposition 
to exercise the same for the public benefit. 

12, The entire exclusion of the Raja from any opportunity of 
acquiring practical acquaintance with public affairs has, doubtless, 
in a great measure prevented him from fitting himself for the toils 
and responsibility of government, but I have found him remarkably 
shrewd in such matters as he has had occasion to discugs with me, 
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and I conceive the same opinion must have been entertained by 
my predecessor. If therefore he were gradually initiated into the 
management of the affairs of his little principality for a probationary 
period of two or three years, duriny which the government should be 
administered in his name, it is probable that the responsibility of go- 
vernment might ultimately -with safety be entrusted to him, subject 
to the constant control which a vigilant political officer subordinate 
to Government might interpose in the way of advice and remonstrance ; 
and that during ‘the period in question a minister might be selected 
who, having the confidence of the British government, might 
maintain under the Raja the same system of civil and criminal 
justice and of revenue management and revision, which has been 
introduced with such marked success under the superintendence of the 
British government. ; 

13. beg to add that the heavy charges against Kolhapoor on 
account of the insurrection have of late been so largely liquidated by 
compensation allowed by Government for transfer of portions of 
territory, and by actual savings from the annual income, that a total 
sum in excess of the entire original debt has up to this date been paid, 
the debt as it stands at present, of six or seven lakhs, representing 
only the interest which was very heavy during the early period of the 
British superintendence, owing to the insignificance of the sums at 
that time available for liquidation. 

14, Ihave avoided in this letter entering into specific recom- 
mendations ; in fact I do not conceive myself authorised to discuss as 
an immediate topic any change of policy towards Kolhapoor without 
such a change having been first initiated by Government; but the 
prospect of liquidation of the debt at no very distant period, and 
other circumstances favourable toa return to native management, 
may perhaps, in the discretion of Government, appear ultimately 
sufficient grounds for proceeding with caution to modify that strict 
supervision it has been found necessary to impose. 

15. It would indeed be a bright illustration to the world of the 
justice, the forbearance, and the generosity of our rule in India, that 
the Government having at a moment of hopeless anarchy stepped 
forward to rescue the government of this little Maratha state from 
destructiog by an insurrection of its own soldiery, headed by a minority 
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of rebellious sirdars, it should have during the period of superinten- 
dence purged and improved the administration in every branch, . 
introduced education, created com mercial routes, and fostered comme ree, 
and so faithfully have accounted for the revenue that, after payment 
of a debt nearly equivalent with interest to four years’ actual revenue 
of the state, it should hand over to the hereditary prince his patrimony 
in a condition of unprecedented prosperity, limiting the interference of 
the paramount power to such measures of precaution as should be 
imperatively required to guide aright the helm of state, and secure to 
the sons the benefits conferred by the magnanimous British govern- 
ment upon their fathers. :

Tlaving received no reply to my last thylee dated so long ago as 
28th Showall Sooroo Sun tissa Khumsein Mayatyn Wulluf (corre- 
sponding with Ist June 1859 a.v.), I am obliged to trouble your 
Lordship once more on the same subject with this communication, 
which I trugt will be taken into due consideration and my wishes 
granted, 

2. The British government took upon itself the management of 
this state on account of my minority and with the view of securing 
an efficient administration, but a long time has elapsed since my 
coming to an age fit to hold the government myself, and having 
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during this long interval waited in anxious expectation of being 
entrusted with the management of the affairs of the state, and this 
event having been deferred from day to day, I at last addressed one 
or two thylees to your Lordship in Council through the Political 
Superintendent, but no notice having been taken of the subject up to 
the present moment, I am labouring under great anxiety from which 
I hope to be relieved by your Lordship. 

3. Under similar circumstances with mine, that is on account of 
the minority of the heirs, Government undertook the management of 
the Meeruj, Jumkhindee, and Sanglee estates some time after the 
introduction of the British superintendence in Kolhapoor ; but those 
jagheerdars were entrusted with the management of their respective 
estates as soon as each of them became of age; but regret very 
much to find that no such arrangement has yet been made in 
my case. . 

4. In the Proclamation issued on the Ist November 1858, 
announcing the assumption by Her Majesty Queen Victoria of the 
government of her territories in India, mention was made of many 
things which inspired the native princes and others with joy, while 
some more fortunate persons have already had the benefit of the 
liberal promises therein contained, but I have not yet been so 
lucky as to share in any of them. I however hope that your Lordship 
will be kindly pleased to fulfil my wishes. 

5. Government is already aware from the reports of the late 
Political Superintendent, Lieutenant Cglonel Maughan, who was 
present during the mutiny and rebellion which occurred at Kolhapoor 
in the year 1857, how I conducted myself during that crisis, and 
how I exerted myself towards promoting the friendship which has 
existed for several generations between this state and the British 
government. I. have learnt from newspapers and other sources 
that Government, in order to express their sense of gratitude - 
towards those who by their good conduct remained staunch 
friends of the British government during the mutiny, have conferred 
upon them inams, pensions, khilats, new estates, and jagheers, to be 
continued hereditarily, while with my own request for being restored 
to my former condition, simple as itis, lam greatly concerned to 
find Government will not yet comply. 
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6. In case Government may think that-they have not received so 
much assistance from me in the suppression of the rebellion as they 
have done from some of the princes in Northern India, my reply will 
be plain, that I was not in such an independent position as they ; but 
notwithstanding I have spared no means to do all that was con- ' 
sistent with my condition to assist Government ; nay I may safely say 

» that I have done even more, and this is known to the gentlemen who- 
were present on the occasion. : 

7, Among the neighbouring sirdars, the Chief of Meeruj was 
lately allowed an adoption, and the Chief of Sanglee vested with the 
management of his estate. [am also informed that the Chief of 
Phulton in the Sattara collectorate is restored to power, and that 
orders of the Home Government have lately been received for the 
estate of Dhar being restored to its rightful owner, and the Holkur 
of Indore being allowed an adoption. I therefore leave it to your 
Lordship to consider how much I must feel aggrieved to hear all these 
reports and to see the jagheerdars of this state exercising authority in 
their respective states, and how much thereby I must be lowered in 
public estimation. I however cherish a hope that your due consideration 
of all these things will relieve me from my present unhappy situation. 

8. Iam given to understand that your Lordship is soon going 
home to your native country. I therefore most anxiously desire that 
this subject may be considered before your Lordship’s departure, 
as you have long been acquainted with myself and with the general 
condition of the whole of India. In the event of my case being 
decided on this occasion according to my desires, not only myself 
but also all the people of this state and of the surrounding country 
will continue to celebrate your Lordship’s renown after your depar- 
ture; and my knowledge of English and Marathi, which by the 
arrangements kindly made by the British governmgnt in considera- 
tion of their long-existing friendship, was imparted to me, and which 
T acquired with so much care and diligence will be applied to a. 
proper use. For the rest, &e. &e.

Sir,—I have the honour with reference to previous correspondence

1860,f to your address, again to submit for the consideration of Go- 

vernment the ‘subject of the desire of His Highness the Raja of 
Kolhapoor to undertake the administration of the province. 


2. This report will not be accompanied by any communication 
from the Raja, but His Highness has lately, had an opportunity of 
expressing his views and wishes in a personal interview with His 
Excellency the Governor himself, at which I had the honour to be 
present, and I consider myself authorised from,this circumstance, and 
from the general tone of the Raja’s conversations with me, to state that 
His Highness still adheres to the wish expressed in his thylee of 
native date, corresponding with Ist June 1859, to conform to any 
arrangements which may be deemed necessary by Government for the 
preservation of peace and prosperity in the Kolhapoor territory. 


3. Althonglt the history of the relations of the Kolhapoor state - 


with the British government is easily obtainable in extenso from the 
records, I think it will not be deemed out of place to refer briefly 
in this report to the principal events connected with the politics of 
Kolhapoor from the date of the partition treaty in 1730, by which 


Sambhajee was first publicly recognised as ruler of the separate prin- . 


cipality of Kolhapoor.

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4, Sambhajee, who was the last lineal descendant of the great * 


Sivajee, excepting the posthumous Ram Raja of Sattara, who 
ascended the gadee by adoption, died in 1760, and the royal line in 
Kolhapoor was continued in the person of a boy of the old Bhousle 
family of Khanwut, who was adopted under the name of Sivajee by 
Jeejee Baee, the widow of Sambhajee, in 1762. Sivajee reigned 


until his death in 1712, and it isa grandson of this prince who is. 


now Raja of Kolhapoor. . 

5. It was with the Rance Jeejee.Baee, who during the minority of 
her adopted son ruled the principality as regent, that the first treaty 
was framed between the East India Company and Kolhapoor, and in 
both this treaty and a later one with Sivajec in 1792, while steps were 

" taken to check the piratical conduct of Kolhapoor vessels on the coast, 
mutual assistance on emergency was agreed to, and the British obtain- 
ed substantial compensation for the losses sustained by their traders. 


6. The next treaty is one of considerable importance; it was. 


drawn up in 1812 between Mr. Mountstuart Elphinstone and the 


Raja of Kolhapoor. This treaty was the result of the friendly in- * 


tervention of the British government between the Peishwa’s govern: 
ment and that of Kolhapoor, and while it obtained for the British the 
cession of the fort of Malwan and other securities against piracy on 
the coast, and effected the transfer to the Peishwa of the disputed 
districts of Chickoree and Munolee, the Kolhapoor territories on the 
other hand were guaranteed by the British government from foreign 
ageression, which was not only the means of rescuing the little 
state from the immediate dangers by which it was menaced through 
the instigations of the Peishwa, but it was probably also the protec- 
tion of the British friendship, which, during the minority of Appa 
Saheb, who succeeded his father in 1812, preserved Kolhapoor “from 
disruption by internal feuds and external invasion. 

7. It was from this period that the close connection commenced 
between the British and the Kolhapoor governments. The fidelity 
evinced by the lesser state during the subsequent campaigns, when 
the British were forced into collision with their treacherous ally 
Bajed Row, was of considerable service to the arms of the greater 
power, and this service was fully requited by the transfer to Kolha- 


poor in 1818 of the districts of Chickoree and Munolee, which were

formally confirmed to Bawa Saheb in the treaty of 1826, the Raja on 
his part engaging to respect the rights and privileges of the Zemin- 
dars, Inamdars, and Wutundars of the said districts. 

8. Bawa Saheb had become legitimate rulerin 1821 on the death 
of the infant Bawa Saheb, who survived the assassination of his father 
Appa Saheb only a few months, and Bawa Saheb’s title had been 
formally recognised by the Government in 1822. 

9. ‘This prince, unfortunately for his country, was of a turbulent 
and licentious disposition; he rushed headlong into every kind of 
extravagance and excess, aud instead of exerting himself to maintain 
order in his principality, encouraged by his conduct and example the 
corruption and violence to which his subjects were naturally inclined. 
The Raja, disregarding the stipulations of the treaty of 1826, continued 
to increase his armed force and to harass and attack the chiefs and 
others whose rights and privileges he had been bound by treaty with 
the British government to respect. These circumstances, and the 
constant disregard on the part of the Raja of the advice and remon- 
strances of the Political Agent of the Southern Maratha Country, 
rendered coercion necessary, and a large British force was again; in 
1827, marched on Kolhapoor. A revised treaty was then framed 
and subsequently ratified in March 1829, which secured compensation 
for the losses inflicted by the Raja’s aggressions, and placed the last 
shadow of his remaining authority as an independent sovereign at 
the mercy of the British government ; for the Raja formally recognised 
the right of the Government to. appoint a minister at Kolhapoor, and 
formally engaged to be guided by the advice of the minister, whose 
remoyal was also at the discretion of the British government. 

10. The right obtained in 1829 of appointing a minister was not 
enforted, because it was no doubt considered that this would precipi- 
tate collision and necessitate renewed interference by force of arms. 
Even on the death of Bawa Saheb in 1837, it was deemed advisable 
to give support to that administration which might be acceptable to 
the persons of greatest influence in the state, rather than hastily 
introduce a minister, the very fact of whose nomination by the para- 
mount power would bring on him suspicion and opposition from all 
parties in the state. This forbearance was maintained for five years, 
during which affairs in Kolhapoor continued getting worse. 
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1], At the death of Bawa Saheb, the present Raja, who was the 
elder of the two sons, then only six years of age, had been placed 
upon the gadee, but his mother (Tara Baée) was unable successfully 
to contend against the aunt of the young Raja, who, under the name 
of the Dewan Saheb, acquired the chief power, assisted by Dinkur Row 
Guicowar, Rowjee Waknees, and other of the more powerful sirdars, 
and it was the utter mismanagement prevailing under this administra- 
tion which ultimately induced the Government to appoint Dajee 
Krishna Pundit as minister. The result of this appointment was 
just what had been anticipated : the persons associated with the new 
minister were obliged to be removed for corruption, and the attempt 
to reform the most palpable of the existing abuses produced a general 
feeling of dissatisfiction. The first impulse to rebellion was given 
by some of the Ghurkurees, who had been most refractory subjects 
under the native princes, and though it would be rash to affirm that 
there was auything like a general combination against the para- 
mount power or the government supported by that power, yet the 
mass of the soldiery and many of the influential leaders joined the 
insurrection, and the remaining sirdars were, with few exceptions, 
as might be expected, lukewarm and doubtful partizans of the new 
regime, when the issue was one in which foreign intervention and the 
establishment of system and order were opposed to the license, the 
irregularities, and the corruptions of the old native court. . 

12. The progress of the rebellion was marked by some partial 
successes: the capture by the rebels of the Special Commissioner, 
Collector Ovans, while travelling without escort from Sattara, the 
defeat by the rebels of the Sirlushkur, who had marched against 
them from Kolhapoor, and the attack and plunder of the Government 
cutcherry at Chickoree ; but the storming of the furts of Samunghur 
and Panalla by the British troops, and the surrender of Boodhurghur 
without standing a siege soon convinced the malcontents that resist- 
ance to the British arms was unavailing. 

13. The young Raja with his mother and the Dewan Saheb and 
many of the sirdarshad gone out from ‘Kolhapoor and joined the 
camp of the British commissioner. After the storming of Samun- 
ghur, and when tranquillity was restored, clemency was shown to 
all except the most notorious of the rebel chiefs and leaders who 
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were brought to trial before a commissioner specially appointed by 
Government. 

14, At the suppression of the insurrection the little principality 
lay at the feet of the British government, prostrated by the failure 
of the ill-fated effort, of its turbulent soldiery to maintain independ- 
ence, bankrupt in its finances, which were still more embarrassed by 
the new charge justly imposed of defraying many lakhs of rupees 
for the expenses of the campaign. ‘To add to the difficulty, there 
was a boy of twelve years of age on the gadee without efficient 
guardians or officers capable of restoring internal order, or construct- 
ing a respectable or vigorous government. 

15. The first steps towards reorganisation of the social frame thus 
rudely disordered fell to the Political Agent of the Southern Maratha 
Country. This officer, with the assistance of the minister, Dajee Pundit, 
who after imminent danger to his life was released from confinement, 
when ‘the Raja’s family joined the British camp, accounts were col- 
lected, revised, and checked, and the civil and military establishments 
placed temporarily upon a new footing, which should serve at once 
as a basis and a safe means of estimate for future expenditure, 

16. It had been decided after due deliberation on the late occur- 
rences, that a separate administration for Kolhapoor should be con- 
ducted under the control of Government, the old forms being as fur 
as practicable preserved. 

17. An allowance of Rs. 80,000 was assigned for the becoming 
maintenance of the young Raja and his family, and steps were taken 
to secure education for the Raja and also for his half-brother, who 
was nearly of the same age. His Highness in consequence reads and 
writes Engtish as well as Marathi. 

18. The late Major Graham was appointed to supervise the 
administration under Government, with the designation of Political 
Superintendent, and the late minister, Dajee Kristna, was continued in 


. hisoffice under the name of chief karbharee. There were no other native 


officers formally recognised as karbharees or members of the durbar, 
but the administration was termed the durbar, and there is no doubt 
that many of the old as well as the new officials had much direct 
active influence in the regulation of affairs, and that the practical 
result was the establishinent of a native durbar possessing many of the 
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advantages of an administration, the members of which were in close 

connection and intimate acquaintance with the native public, and guard- 
. ed from many of the abuses of native rule by the check and supervision 

maintained by Government through the Political Superintendent. 

19. By far the greatest difficulty with which the new administra- 
tion had to contend was the enormous excess of the civil and 
military establishments, which were beyond all proportion when 
compared with the reduced net revenue of the state. Such measures 
as the emergency admitted of were taken to meet the difficulty; the 
immense, number of carcoons was divided into classes, a certain 
number selected for active service ‘on full pay, and the remainder 
retained in a reduced scale of remuneration for work of a light descrip- 
tion or employment on extra and occasional duties. ; 

20. The’ military establishment also underwent scrutiny and 
revision ; the large number of horse, ill-supplied with pay and destitute 
of equipment, was reduced to a barguer rissalah of 230 sabres, who 
were employed for police and escort duties in the districts and at 
the hoozoor. The sibundees, or foot soldiers, were also reduced and 
their pay regulated and duties. prescribed, and a new local corps of 
600 strong was raised for general purposes, commanded by British 
officers, and disciplined like regiments of the line. 

21. I have thus endeavoured to give an outline of the principal 
events which marked the connection of our Government with Kolha- 
poor, and to describe the principal features of the new administration 
introduced under the British superiatendency, and as in a considera- 
tion of any change in the system His Excellency in Council must be - 
in a great measure guided by the state of the finances, 1 now proceed 
to submit an analysis of the financial condition of the Kolhapoor 
state as deduced from the information ayailable, 

22. It has been stated above that the extra expense incurred in 
suppressing the Kolhapoor insurrection was to be defrayed by the Kol- 
hapoor state. It wasalso ruled that interest should be paid at the rate 
of five per cent. per annum. The debt was a considerable period in 
progress of adjustment, as there were credits to be carried to Kolhapoor 
for military stores in hand, and after proper adjustment of certain 
payments made during the year in liquidation of the debt, a balance . 
was finally shown, on 30th April 1849, of Rs. 13,76,573-8-9, 
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23. To meet this large demand and the current expenditure, the 
net ordinary revenue in 1849-50 amounted to about Rs. 5,68, 190-7-5 
ordinary expenditure Rs. 5,75,000-6-0. In exhibiting the above 
items I have somewhat modified the actual returns by adding 
both to the revenue and.the expenditure the items of allowances to 
surinjamdars, inamdars, and the expenditure termed mahalmujkoor 
or allowances to district and village officers, and sadiawar or contin- 
frent expenses, which I have taken at an average of Rs. 95,000 per 
annum, it being sanctioned slightly more and sanctioned slightly less 
than that sum. ‘This modificatton will facilitate comparison with the 
accounts of later years, in which these items have been entered agree- 
ably to instructions from the Accountant General. 

24, The revenue has gradually increased since the year 1849-50, 
as will be seen from the following figures :—

26. In order to submit an accurate view of the case, it is necessary - 
to point out that in consequence of extraordinary expenses on account 
_of public buildings, the transfer of the site of the Kolhapoor canton- 
ment and public works, with the execution or financial supervision 
over which the Kolhapoor authorities had no control, but which were 
debited by instructions of the Military Auditor General through the 
Collector of Belgaum, a large debit under the head of “ administration 
charges” had collected during the last few years in the accounts of 
the Collector of Belgaum. 

27. On my arrival at Kolhapoor this sum amounted to upwards 
of Rs. 2,50,000, of which | defrayed Rs. 2,00,000 before the 30th 
April 1860. The account of balance was lately tendered from. Bel- 
gaum showing nearly a lakh of rupees, of which about Rs, 30,000 
have been lately ‘defrayed, and I only await the final adjust. 
ment of certain doubtful items in order to defray the “balaince still 
remaining. From this explanation it will, I trust, be perfectly intelli- 
gible that the payments during 1859-60 on account of insurrectionary 
charges, beyond the purchase-money of the Bharatghur Tunkas 
below the ghauts, which amounted by adjustment to the large sum of 
Rs. 2,75,757-1-11, have been of necessity very small. I¢ will be 
necessary to bear in mind that other two lakhs of rupees would have 
been paid in liquidation if they had not been appropriated to arrears 
of “administration charges,” and the same explanation will apply to 
a sum nearly amounting to one lakh, requiring to be thus appro- 
priated in 1860-61, when the balance will be completely cleared off. 
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2@ But in “framing a ctirrent estimate'of the financial resources 
.of Kolhapoor, it is further ‘necessary to note that during the last few 
years large ‘sums have accumulated to the credit: of the subordinate 
Sawusthanw of his Nulghur, Bowra and Inchulkurunjee and several 
of the smaller Surinjamdars which, being deposited for safety in the 
state treasur 'y, have swelled the balances, and enabled the state 
to make larger payments than it. otherwise could have done. The 
deposits on this account at ‘the end of 1859-60 -amounted to more 
than two lakhs of rupees. Paymentsaré made out of this sum accord- 
ing to the requirements of the jagheerdars, but thé'sum in deposit 

- being in excess of expenditure they gradually increase. Any arrange- 
ment giving. authorfty to the jagheerdars’to dispose of their own 
balances will lessen the fund, in “deposit and preclude their being 
applied towards liquidation of the state debt; the largest balance is 
that of the Inchulkurunjee Sawusthan. 

29. After a careful comparison of the accounts of past years, I 
consider: that under present arrangements the total annual income 
may be expected, as above shown in paragraph 24, to be considerably 


in excess of seven lakhs of rupees, and the expenditure about six _ 


lakhs, leaving a balance of considerably more than one lakh available. 
30. The total receipts from the sources of ordinary revenue in the 
year 1858-59 amounted to Rs. 7,47,259-12-8, and the ordinary 
disbursements to Rs. 6,07,872-9-5. These receipts. wilt"be probably 
exceeded in the returns for 1859;60 not yet: tenderedy bit, on the other 
hand, the receipts include a portion of ‘revenutéfer former years, which 
will cease when the outstanding balances ~ have. been completely 
adjusted, and there were hardly! any remissions for failure of crops, 
which cannot be always expected, particularly when the high rates 
prevailing in the Sherole district? and the liability: of that district to 
deficiency of rain, are considered; these reasons make. me far from 
sanguine that the quotation for 1858-59 
a alas an be required can be fegularly ‘stistained. ‘There are 
also other items of increasing disburse- 
ments to be provided for, such. as payments ‘on account of revenue of 
lands under attachment, which are constantly being released under 
the inquiry in progress, and also reduction of the returns from attached 
ahienations by the same cause. 
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“81, Still after much. inquiry and consideration I believe that with: 
judicions management. considerably more than one. lakh of Tupees. 
will be positively available as a clear Surplus for liquidation of ,thé 
debt and extraordinary charges. Iam thus quite satisfied that thé 
Raja could defray;one lakh of rupees per annum without being in 
any way embarrassed. This would liquidate the debt. by seven annual . 
instalments, angther year being required for the interest, but in point 
of fact the debt will be somewhat further reduced . before any ‘final 
_ arrangements can be mide. 1 therefore with confidence submit thet... 

seven years will be the longest period required, for liquidating. the,” 
entire debt with interest thereon. =~ eck a ae 

32. It has appeared prudent in approaching the subject of the 
Raja’s wish to undertake the direct administration of affairs, to lay 
before His Excellency in Council the particulars of the debt and the 
prospect of liquidation by payment from the regular revenue of 
Kolhapoor, and I now venture to submit my opinion on the subject 
of the Raja’s competency to preserve tranquillity, a condition which it 
would be obviously necessary to securé before relaxing the supervi- 
sion hitherto maintained by Government. I conceive then that in 
the present state of affairs the Raja might with safety be entrusted 
with the maintenance of tranquillity. The lesson imposed on the 
turbulent classes in 1844-45 is not yet forgotten, and’ the. severe 
examples made in 1857 are certain to convince the people of all 
classes of the futility of resistance to the arms of the British govern- 
ment. But for the reasons assigned in paragraph 9 of my letter to 
your address, ‘No. 403; dated Ist May last, I recommend that the 
transfer of authority should be nominal before becoming real; that 
the spirit of the turbulent classes should not be awakened by any 
sudden change, but that all classes should be brought by gradual 
steps under the rule of their new master. , : 

33. I willsuppose it granted that the Government would not 
under any circumstances cease to supervise the external political 
relations of the Raja, and would not fail to releave him of all anxiety as 
to external aggression, and that the Kolhapoor Infantry corps would 
be maintained on its old footing for police and general purposes; and 
‘the next question I propose to subinit for consideration is the position . 
of the fudatog jagheerdars. SP as 

' Sh. 
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34. The chiefs of Vishalghur, Bowra, Kagol, Inchulkuranjee, * 
Kapse, Torgul, the Surlushkur Narayen 
Row of Kagul, Rama ace of Walwa 
Himmut Bahadoor, are feudatories of Kolha- 
- poor, and (except the three last-named) pay an annual sum in commuta- 
tion of surinjam service, and I think it would be desirable for the welfare 
of these estates that the paramount power should interest itself so far in 
their favour as to require that the appointment and removal of the 
karbharees should be subject to the consent of the British government, 
" and that all cases involving sentences of death or imprisonment beyond 
seven years should be forwarded to the Political officer’s court for trial 
and final submission to Government. I would also recommend that 
the British government should retain a guardianship over such of these 
chiefs as should be minors, the control being clearly understood not in 
any way to infringe the scigniorage and feudal rights of the Raja. 

35. Of the chiefs above-mentioned the case of adoption by the 
widow of Hindo Row of Kagul has lately been decided by Govern- 
ment, and the chiefs of Vishalghur-and Bowra are both anxious to 
exercise authority. With the restrictions above-mentioned I think, 
with deference to higher judgment, that the estates having become 
under the British superintendency free from debt, and the chiefs being 
eompetent to conduct their own affairs, and to all appearance 
thoroughly loyal, the concession might be made without delay. 

36. I do not think the Raja could make any reasonable objection 
to this arrangement, and securing as it would the formal infeudation 
of the chiefs and their annual payments for service, it would be placing 
the Raja in a better relative position than his father and grandfather 
were, whose supremacy was often contested, while it would at the 
same time maintain a judicious supervision on the part of Govern- 
ment, general as relates to the good management of the estates, and 
special as relates to the most serious criminal offences, and that awful 
consideration for the human race the “ fiat” of life and death. 

37. I pass now to that portion of the subject which appears to me 
to present ‘the greatest difficulty, and to require the utmost caution 
and deliberation ; I mean the mode by which we should endeavour to 
secure for the people under the Raja some portion of the compara-. 
tively good government which I believe them now to enjoy, and on 


*The affairs of Inchulkur- 
Unjee are under consideration. 
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this point I would respectfully solicit attention to the opinion . 
expressed in paragraphs 10 @ 12 inclusive of my report No. 403, of Ist 
May last, and to.state that I continue to hold the same opinion still. 

38. His Highness the Raja has many. good personal qualities ; his 
education has not been neglected; though not ofa’ robust frame his 
fondness for field sports has. tended to preserve activity of body as 
well as mind, and the testimonials supplied by the former Political 
Superintendent, Colonel Maughan, and under his representations by 
the late lamented Governor, Lord Elphinstone, confirm the general 
belief that His Highness was sincerely and heartily with us in the 
disturbances at Kolhapoor. : 

39. There is doubtless good reason to hope that with so much in 
his personal favour the Raja may endeavour to carry out the just and 
humane spirit of the British government ; but as pointed out in my 
letter No. 403, there would be grievous temptations in a sudden ele- 
vation to power. I would therefore urge the desirability of the transi- 
tion on the one hand being gradual, and on the other hand the checks 
which the Government might ultimately desire te maintain over the 
Raja being gradually prepared and imposed, 

40. This was the idea which I wished to express in my previous. 
letter, avoiding at the time any specific proposals such as in the pre- 
sent occasion I venture to submit to the consideration of Government. 

41. Seeing that there had been adurbar at Kolhapoor constituted 
ander the British superintendency, and yet, as stated in another part 
of this report, containing many of the elements of a native govern- 
ment, it would appear.that the late abolition of the durbar, and the 
substitution of a new establishment almost in every respect similar to 
that of the British zillahs, afforded, whether intentionally or not, 
grounds for a very natural inference that the native government was 
not to be restored, and alse opposed a considerable impediment to 
such restoration if the step should hereafter under different circum- 
stances become desirable. ; 3 

42. Ihave more than once, while giving full credit for the im- 
proved results effected, expressed my dissent frum the marked simi- 
larity in the new system to that of one of our own collectorates, and it 
appears to me absolutely necessary, if the Raja is to exercise authority, 
that the establishments should undergo some changes and transfers. 
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43. I have lately ina report No. 890, dated 8th October last, had 
the honour to submit to Government my view of the results of the 
measures undertaken in connection with the late remodelling of the 
establishments, and I have represented that, with the exception of the 
old discharged servants of the state, the change has been productive 
of very great general benefit to the public. 

The state is now beginning to reap the fruit of the greater activity 
‘and vigour infused into the administration, particularly in the col- 
lection of the revenue and the investigation into inams, &e. under 
attachment, and though sincerely anxious to further the Raja’s wish 
to undertake the administration, I should regret to see any extensive 
change from the present system to that of a native durbar during . 
the period that I may be directly responsible for the management; ’ 
and so much extra work has to be done. 

44. I would therefore propose that the first step towards the 
gratification of the Raja’s wishes should be an entire immediate change 
in name, postponing for the present any change as regards the forms 
and modes of administration, so as to give time to obtain all the 
advantages to be derived from the remodellings before teverting to 
the native system. which is certain to restore much of the delay, the 
uncertainty, and want of accuracy and precision in business, and 
above all a large increase to the establishments which have lately 
been the subject of animadversion and complaints. With this view 
I would recommend that the internal affairsof Kolhapoor be con- 
ducted as heretofore, under the authority of the British government, 
represented by the Political Superintendent, the official designation 
being changed if deemed necessary, but in the name of the Raja, 
and that the Raja should be encouraged, during a period of at least 
one year, to discuss the details of business, and thus qualify himself at 
the termination of the period of trial for undertaking the responsibility 
and the labours of administration. A course very similar to the 
above was taken in the case of Pertab Sing, the Raja of Sattara ; 
and the necessity of the Raja receiving some training for his new 
duties appears to me essential to the success of the experiment. 

45. The system at present is briefly as follows:—The Political 
Superintendent superintends every branch of the administration,

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chitnees’ establishment of the British zillahs for native . correspond- 
ence with a sheristedar for the criminal trials and the’ management | 
of judicial and magisterial business. These officers are at present 
very efficient, carrying on, in addition to the current business, the 
Inam inyestigation, which is, of itself so important and arduous a 
task ‘that the Government some time since offered to sanction, if neces- 
sary, additional establishment for the purpose. Within the period 
of one year above-mentioned, I should expect to see the Inam inves- 
tigation completed as regards the large arrears of cases under attach- 
ment, great progress having indeed already been made, and the ‘new 
system of settling the annual Jumabundee in the districts instead of 
at the hoozoor would be more firmly established. . 

Besides the chitnees and duftur establishments immediately under 
himself, the Political Superintendent is assisted by the Commandant 
of the Kolhapoor Infantry as judicial assistant, to the extent of taking 
appeals from the moonsiffs and sudder ameen ; by the Civil Sur- 
geon, who, besides the charge of the jail and town of Kolhapoor, has 
at present magisterial charge of two of the five peithas, the magis- 
terial. charge of the other three being under the Native Agent, who 
also has the revenue charge of the five peithas subordinate to the 
Political Superintendent. : 3 : 

46. If the Raja is really to administer affairs for himself it is 
plain that all this must be changed hereafter, but fur the present the 
next step that I propose is the appointment of an Assistant for 
general purposes, who should not have a lower salary than Rs, 700 
or Rs, 800 per mensem, and Rs. 5 per diem travelling allowance 
while actually in the districts. To this officer I should propose to 
hand over during the intermediate period a great deal of the detaiy 
work now in my hands, for undoubtedly it would require frequent 
interviews with the Raja, and much care and consideration in pre- 
paring things for the ultimate change. 

47. When it should be decided to hand over the administration 

. to the Raja himself, { would recommend the appointment of a kar- 
bharee by the British government, and would place under the Raja, 
as a foundation for his new establishments, officers selected from the 
duftur and chitnees’ departments, reserving for the political officer a 

_ certain amount of office, English and Native, for the transaction of ~ 
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the duties of Political Resident or Agent, with the Raja and Agent 
for the high sirdars mentioned above in paragraph 34, 


48. The change once effected I would deprecate interference of a 
direct kind, so as to leave the Raja to feel both the importance and 
the responsibility of his position, and the only restriction 1 would 
place upon the administration would be that cases involving sentence 
of death should be made the subject of special report to Government, 
through the Political officer, before inflicting the sentence; and that 
annual returns of the revenue and judicial administration, civil and 
criminal, should be submitted to Government by the Raja. through 
the Political officer; such returns would provide to a certain extent 
that protection to the people and that safeguard against abuses which 
are points of such vital importance to the success of the experiment, 


49. No doubt the new system to be hereafter introduced, if . 
approved by Goverument, would cause some increase of expenditure, 
for the Raja would have to support the expense of the Political officers 
and their establishments in addition to the executive, whereas now 
these officers form a part of the executive; but His Highness must be 
perfectly well aware that any concessions to be made to him must, 
deperid upon Government being satisfied of their compatibility with 
the good of the state. The immediate change in name proposed by 
me, which would cost nothing, being a step in the direction desired by 
the Raja would, I conceive, lead him to look with aduitional cheerful- 
ness to the future, and to feel his dignity and im portance enhanced 
in the present. 

50. This report has been drawn out to considerable length, but 
I have thought it better to submit my views fully before Government, 
and I will now briefly recapitulate the main features of my proposals. — 


51. I recommend that the concession so earnestly solicited by the 
. Raja of Kolhapoor, of being allowed to conduct the administration of 
his territory, be made to him upon the following stipulations, or such 
modifications of them as Government may deem it expedient to 
“impose :— ae 
I.—That there should be a chief minister whose appointment 
and dismissal should be entirely in the bands of the 
British government, . 
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I]—That there should be a khasgee karbharee or comptroller - 
of the Raja’s personal expenditure as at present, whose 
accounts should be kept separate, and be annually in- 
cluded in the state accounts in a lump. 

Il].—That the Raja should in all important affairs follow the 
advice of the Political officer Tepresenting the Govern- 
ment at Kolhapoor. 

IV.—That the supervision of the Raja’s external relations and 
his correspondence with all other courts should rest with’ 
the Political officer responsible to Government. - 

V.—That the Government should: reserve to itself the right of | 
interfering in any internal dispute which should require - 
such interference. 

VI.—That the revenue administration shonld be entirely in the 
hands of the Raja, he making arrangements for the liqui- 
dation of the debt by instalments of Rs, 1,00,000 per 
annum, or by such instalments as shall be fixed by 

* Government.’ 

VII.—That the Raja should make no new alienations of land 
without the previous concurrence of Government until 
the whole of the debt be defrayed. . : 

VIiI.—That the Kolhapoor Infantry corps should be maintained 
on its present permanent footing, and be under the com- 
mand, as at present, of British officers. 

1X.—That for the civil judicature there should be two ameen’s 

, or moonsiff’s courts and a gudder.ameen’s court as at 
present, fhe former having authority to try cases to 
the amount. of Rs. 5,000, the latter to the amount of 
Rs. 10,000; cases of larger amount and appeals to be 
decided by the Raja ; cases against the higher sirdars to be 
decided by the Political Agent. 

That for the trialof criminal cases the mamlu sare should have 
authority in minor cases as at present, and that there 
should be a nayadesh court at Kolhapoor for trial of 
all cases involving sentences as far as three years’ impri- 
sonment of its own authority, all sentences-beyond this 
requiring the confirmation of the Raja; and that all 
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cases involving sentence of death should be sent to the 
Political officer for final submission to Government 
before carrying out the sentence. : 

X.—That certain of the higher jagheerdars should be considered 
as under the special supervision of Government through 
the Political officer; the appointment and dismissal of 
their karbharees to be in the hands of the British go- 
vernment. That all criminal cases within the jurisdic- 
tion of these jagheerdars involving death and imprison- 
ment beyond seven years should be forwarded for trial 
before the Political officer, for submission to Government. 
That this arrangement should not be considered in any 
way to infringe on the rights of the Raja as regards his 
feudatories, the desire of the Government being to regu- 
late thése rights and settle any disputes which in former 

_ times have caused ill-will, strife; and serious injury to 
the parties concerned. 


X1.—That the expenses of the Political officcr’s establishment 
should be defrayed by the Raja. 


52. I recommend that this should be the basis of a final settlement, 
and I have stated my opinion that as regards the preservation of 
peace and order, the soundness of the finances, and the regulation of 
civil and criminal justice, the scheme will be eventually safe and 
practicable. : 


53. For the present I recommend only the administration being 
carried on in the name of the Raja, the Superintendent’s designation 
being changed if deemed advisable, and the appointment of a special 
Assistant, on a salary not less than Rs. 700 or Rs. 800 per 
mensem, with Rs. 5 per diem travelling allowance while in the 
districts, With regard to the proposed appointment of a special 
Assistant, I beg to explain that it is the paffent discussion of affairs 
so necessary for success in any administrative changes, and particularly 
the more frequent personal intercourse with the Raja I should antici- 
pate during the probationary interval, thus impeding the transaction 
of the regular duties of the office, which makes me consider an 
experienced Assistant absolutely necessary. 
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- 54. When the late Political Superintendent, Mr. A. D. Robertson, 
applied for an Assistant, he hoped to obtain one of the grade and re- 
muneration of a First Assistant, because he felt the want, of the aid of 
an officer to whom he could. entrust important questions for which 
he could not find time. It is the same object which induces my 
present recommendation. ‘As affairs are at present conducted I do 


not as yet atall seriously feel the loss of my late Assistant, and I base’ 


my application entirely on the additional and rather delicate duties 
to which I should have to turn my attention if the changes now 
advocated should be adopted by, Government. f 

55. In weighing the probable effects of the concession now pro- 
posed and recommended, I beg leave to point out that the rights and 
the wishes of the Raja have been taken largely into consideration, 
and that Iam far from sanguine that the result would be a very perfect 
administration, or in man y respects as good as that which under 
Government I have now the honour to conduct; and had the present 
state of things resulted from any spontaneous action of the population 


or of the most influential portion of it, I should deprecate any 


material modification of a system supported by local opinion, and 
which assuredly works well. . 

56. But my own opinion is that the restoration of the Raja, the 
sole representative of the old Maratha dynasty, to power, would be 
extremely popular among all classes; that it would not be attended 
with danger in a_ political point of view ; that the liabilities to the 
British government might be defrayed without embarrassment ; and 
that the increase of the public and private establishments, certain to 
follow the Raja’s obtaining ‘any control over the revenue, and the 
accession of native influence in the administration generally, would 
fully compensate, in the native point of view, for such instructions in 
the clear and rapid flow of civil and criminal justice as may be anti- 
cipated to follow thec nge from the British officer’s direct control 
to one of only indirect interference and advice.

The Raja of Kolhapoor was a boy when the misgovernment of 
the regency and the subsequent insurrection in 1844-45 compelled 
the British government .to assume the entire administration of the 
affairs of that state. If other interests therefore would permit of his 
being now entrusted with the administration, no objection could fairly 
be raised founded on events in which he was not an actor, and with 
which he has never evinced the slightest sympathy. 


2. The Raja is now twenty-seven years of age, of fair abilities, of 
some cultivation, and of very amiable disposition. He adhered with 
the utmost constancy to the British government in 1857-58, when 
his brother Chima Saheb was an active conspirator. The Honour- 
able the Governor in Council is sincerely desirous that when no 
political considerations intervene, all native princes should govern 
their own territories, and undertake the entire responsibility of govern- 
ing them. The question is then presented whether arrangements 
can be made for a compliance with the request preferred by the Raja 
to be invested with the direct charge of the administration of Kolha- 
poor without an undue sacrifice of other important interests. 


3. The first of these interests for consideration is that of the British 
government, which must look to the security of its own territory, 
and to the discharge of its pecuniary claims against the Kolhapoor 
state. The first of these will be better considered hereafter as inti: 
mately allied with the question of securing a good government for 
Kolhapoor ; the latter may be briefly disposed of. : 


4. From Mr. Havelock’s careful report it would appear that the 
debt due to the British government will probably not amount, when 
the state js placed under the Raja’s government, to more than six 
lakhs of rupees, and that to defray this an annual balance of one 
lakh of rupees will be available. Mr. Havelock’s calculation is that 
the debt with interest will easily be liquidated in seven years. The 
Honourable the Governor in Council does not understand whether Mr, 
Havelock has taken into account the large nuzzerana which will be 
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payable by Kagul and by Inchulkurunjee on the grant of adoptiom®. 
If not, and the Honourable the Governor in Council collects that he 
has not done so, the debt will be diminished by at least two lakhs of 
rupees. The Honourable the Governor in Council is therefore clearly 
of opinion that the interests of the British government will, with 
respect to its pecuniary claims, be in no degree endangered by the 
transfer of the sta‘e to the Raja’s administration. On the other hand, 
the fact that it has such claims will give. the British government a 
valid right to exercise that degree of judicious control which will 
probably be necessary at the commencement of the Raja’s rule, 


5. Proceeding to the second great consideration of what arrange- 
ments should be concluded for securing to the people of Kolhapoor 
some portion at least of that good government which the state now 
enjoys, the Honourable the Governor in Council observes that Mr. 
Havelock sums up his elaborate report by proposing that the admi- 
nistration be entrusted to the Raja, at first in some measure only nomi- 
nally, but gradually almost entirely, on ten conditions. These 
conditions will be separately and briefly considered. 

6. The first of these conditions is that there should be a chief 

‘minister, whose appointment and dismissal should be entirely in the 
hands of the British government. The Honourable the Governor in 
Council considers that this condition would be certain to excite fac- 
tious opposition against a minister, to render administration feeble and 
difficult, and to bring discredit on his patrons. All experience shows 
this to have ever been ‘the case in our attempts so to nurse Indian 
principalities, though the system may sometimes have served the 
purpose of good order and improvement in insignificant estates. The 
Raja is not an infant, no longer in his youth, and were he even the 
former, regencies vigorous, popular, and just, are not unknown in inde- 
pendent chiefships in India. It is not for Her Majesty’s government 
now to regard all independent rule in India as that of mere “ prince- 
lings, rajalings, and zemindarlings,” because in 1856, and for some 
years previously, it suited the tasteand the sale of the newspaper organs 
of Bengal and the Punjaub contemptuously to term them so, and to 
recommend that all should be “ blotted out by colouring the entire 
map of India red.” The chief minister in Kolhapoor self-governed 
should at first undonbtedly he one whose annointment js entirely 
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approved by the British government, but he should not appear to be 
the exclusive choice and the servant of the British government. A 
man of high character and experience like the late Dajee Krishna 
Pundit is required, and it is to be hoped that one may without any 
great difficulty be found. ml) : 

7. The second condition is that there should be a khasgee kar. 
bharee, as at present, whose accounts should be kept separately, and 
he annually included in the state accounts ina single item. Of this 
condition the Honourable the Governor in Council approves, 

8. The third condition is that the Raja should in all important 
affairs follow the advice of the Political officer representing the Go- 
vernment at Kolhapoor. This condition, the beneficial influence of 
which must depend mainly on the tact of the Political officer, should, 
in the opinion of Government, be generally adverted to ina kind of 
preamble, rather than dogmatically stated in a specific condition, 

9. The fourth condition is that the Raja’s external relations and 
his correspondence with other courts should rest with the Political 
officer responsible to Government. This, to the extent that the 
durbar should send its correspondence with other courts through the 
Political Agent, is consistent with general practice, and may be 
approved. It will enable the Government to secure its own territory 
and that of its jagheerdars from all aggression by Kolhapoor. Such 
aggressions were of almost annual occurrence up to 1830. - 

10, The filth condition is that the Goverument should reserve to’ 
itself: the right of interfering in any internal dispute which should 
require such interference, The Honourable the Governor in Council 
thinks that this should’not be stated as a specific condition, but re- 
garded as implied in the general right of the representative of the 
British government to offer advice and_remonstrance to the Raja’s 
government, 4 : 

1. The sixth condition is that the Revenue administration 
should be entirely in the hands of the Raja, he making arrangements 
. for the liquidation of the British debt by instalments of at least one 

Jak of rupees per annum. The Honourable the Governor in 
Council approves of this condition. 

12. The seventh condition is that the Raja shonld make no new 

‘alienations of land without the concurtence of Government until the 
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British debt is liquidated. This condition will probably prove of 
even more benefit to the Raja than to the British government, and 
is therefore fully approved. 

13, The eighth condition is that the Kolhapoor Infantry should 
be maintained at its present strength, and be under the command, 
as at present, of British officers. This condition may be approved. 

14. The ninth condition is that the present three native courts 
of civil justice be kept up, with an appeal court, to be called the 
Raja’s court, This condition is fully approved: the courts are 
appreciated by the body of the people, and have worked well. The 
Honourable the Governor in Council also approves of there being a 
kind of combined court of the Raja and the British Agency for the 
disposal only of cases against the higher sirdars. The composition of 
the Raja’s court of appeal should be hereafter considered in detail. 

15. The Political Superintendent also in this part of his report 
offers suggestions for the maintenance of criminal courts similar in 
most respects to-those now existing, and with a provision that sen- 
tences of death should be subject to the confirmation of Government. 
The Honourable the Governor in Council approves of the Political 
Superintendent’s proposals, and thinks that the reservation of autho- 
rity to Governmentin cases in which sentences of death are involved 
should, at least for the present, be retained. 

16. The tenth condition relates to the administration of the 
estates of the higher sirdars, such asthe Pretinidhee of Vishalghur, 
the Punt Amatya of Bowra, &c. The Honourable the Governor 
in Council concurs in all the views submitted by Mr. Havelock, with 
the exception that he does not consider it will be necessary that the 
karbharees of the jagheerdars be appointed by the British govern- 
ment; such interference would be too minute; but. on the other 
hand it will be the duty of the representative of the British govern- 
ment, when he shall observe that a petty state is being dragged 
towards ruin by mal-administration, to submit the subject to the 
attention of Government, with a view to the adoption of remedial 
measures. 

17. On the conditions thus approved, the Hunonrable the Governor 
in Council will sanction the transference to the Raja of the adminis- 
tration of Kolhapoor in the gradual manner suggested by Mr.

Havelock. The appellation of the representative of the British go- 
vernment should be changed from Political Superintendent to Political 
Agent. . 


18. Mr, Havelock should be instructed to draw up an agreement 
for the approval of Government, embodying the conditions above 
stated, to which the signature of the Raja should be obtained, and he 
should report what other preliminaries are necessary to the trans- 
ference of the administration. : 


19. The Political Superintendent-has urged that he should be 
allowed the gervices of a special Assistant on a salary of Rs, 800 per 
mensem, with Rs. 5. per diem when actually in the districts, to 
enable him to complete the Inam and other investigations, and to 
devote a more undivided attention to the many details and discussions 
which must be coincident with the transference of the administration. 
The Honourable the Governor in Council, in full reliance on Mr. 
Havelock’s assurance that the assistance required is really necessary, 
will sanction the appointment of a special Assistant for a term of one 
year ona salary of Rs. 800 per mensem, to be defrayed from the 
revenues ofthe Kolhapoor state. Mr. Havelock should be instructed, 
however, to inquire what reductions ean be made in other depart- 
ments to meet this increased charge.

With reference to paragraph 9 of your political despatch, dated 
the 30th March, No. 8 of 1861, we do ourselves the honour of sub- 
mitting copy of a confidential report* 
by Mr. W. H. Havelock, Political Super- 
intendent of Kolhapoor, on the subject of entrusting His Highness the 
Raja of Kolhapoor with the administration of the affairs of that state. 


* Dated December 1860. 


2. In a previous report,* a transcript of which accompanies, 
Mr. Havelock had communicated to us 
his sentiments on this important subject, 
but it appeared difficult to arrive at any satisfactory decision on the 
various questions involved without far more information than was 
submitted. Mr. Havelock was accordingly instructed to furnish a 
full report confidentially, his attention having been particularly drawn 
to the following points :— 


* Dated Ist May 1860. 


I.—What arrangements should be made for the due payment of 
the debt due to the British government. 


I].—What degree of supervision should be exercised by the British 
government over the state, 


I]I.—What measures should be adopted for securing to the inhabit- 
ants of Kolhapoor some portion at least of that good 
government which it has enjoyed for fifteen years.

3. We beg at the same time to draw attention to the Resolution 
which we have recorded on Mr. Havelock’s reports, from which it 
will be seen that as a preliminary arrangement we have proposed that 
an agreement should ke drawn up for our approval, embodying 
the conditions under which we deem it expedient to transfer the ad- 
ministration of the Kolhapoor principality to the Raja, and to which 
His Highness’ signature will be required. 


4. Our farther proceedings will be duly reported for the informa- 


tion of Her Majesty’s government.

Str,~—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter 

No. 150, dated 31st ultimo, in the Seeret Department, forward- 
ing a Resolution of Government passed on my communication 
No. 403, dated Ist May 1860, No. 1 (Separate), dated 8th December 
1860. : 
. 2 Agreeubly to the instructions conveyed in paragraph 18 of 
the Government resolution, I have drawn up an agreement for the 
consideration of Government, which is forwarded with this report 
and marked A. : 

3. Adverting to the views of His Excellency in Council, expressed 
“in paragraphs 6, 8, and 10 of the Goverument.- resolution, I have 
endeavoured to introduce the subjects of the nomination of a state 
karbharce, and the right of the representative of the British’ govern- 
“ment at Kolhapoor to offer advice and remonstrance to the Raja's 
government in a kind of preamble, in which care has been taken to 
indicate prominently the wishes of Government without fettering the 
Raja with specific pledges on these subjects. 

4. With reference to the 13th paragraph of the Resolution, in 
which the condition relating to the Kolhapoor Infantry was approved, 
I have added a condition binding the Raja to the payment of 
Rs. 28,914 per annum on account of the detachment of the Southern 
Maratlta Horse at Kolhapoor ; the above sum has been paid annually 
in accordance with the decision of Government, conveyed in letter 
No, 3925, dated 28th August 1851. : 
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5. This detachment is, I believe, regarded as a kind of contin- 


gent, the expense of which, as in the case of the Kolhapoor Infantry, 
the minor state has to bear for the security of the British govern- 
ment; aud as Kolhapoor has never at any time been considered 
uibutary to the British government, I have ventured to- make the 
payment conditional’ on the detachment being stationed in the 
Kolliapoor territory. - : : 

6. [had abstained in my report of 8th December from discussing 
the subject of the detachment Southern Maratha Horse as it belongs 
to the strength of Her Majesty’s army, but the terms of paragraph 
2 of Government resolution, accompanying Mr. Anderson’s letter 
No. 2778, dated 23rd Augnst 1861, appeared to me to require that 
the detachment should be mentioned in the agreement to be signed 
hy the Raja, aud I now solicit the instructions of Government on the 
subject. 

7. In paragraph 14 of the Government resolution, my proposal 
that the present three native courts of civil Justice be kept up with 
an appeal court, to be called the Raja’s court, was fully approved, and 
it was ordered that the composition of the Raja’s court of appeal... 
should be hereafter considered in detail. 

8. I have discussed this subject with the Raja, and he has ex- 
pressed his willingoess to retain an officer to supervise under himself 
all appeals from the lower civil courts. This was the practice, | 
believe, in the modern Sattara ‘Raj; and on the understanding that 
the Raja of Kothapoor would himself accept the responsibility of such 
decisions, I can appreciate what was the evident wish of His High- 
tiess that the decision should be in his own hands and not in that of 
the state karbharee. The latter officer should havé abundant re- 
sponsibility in general supervision, and more especially in managing 
under the Raja the state revenucs, so that I concur with and 
respectfully recommend the adoption of the Raja’s plan to dispose of 
the civil appeals with the assistance of a native officer specially 
‘appointed for this purpose, whose designation might be fixed hereafter, 
the sulary to be not less than Rs. 100 per mensem. Claims against 
the higher sirdars, and appeals against their decisions, will come 
befure the Political Agent in cooperation with the Raja, and will 
therefore not be cognisable by the moonsiffs’ or sudder ameen courts 
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or the Raja’s court of appeal, and appeals against the decisions of the 
Political Agent will, 1 presume, be received by Government. 

9. Tn paragraph 16 of the Resolution His Excellency in Council 
was pleased to express concurrence with all the views submitted by 
me with reference to the administration of the estates of the higher 
sirdars, with the exception that it is not considered necessary that 
the karbharees pf the jag'eerdars be appointed by the British govern- 
ment. I now respectfully solicit attention to the seventh condition of 
agreement submitted for the consideration of Government. 

10. ° It will be perceived that I have introduced into the clause 
some explanation of the aim and extent of the proposed interference 
by Government. This clause was at first viewed with some anxiety 
by the Raja, but on my urging for his consideration the very unsa- 
tisfactory relations that formerly existed between the Rajas of Kolha- 
poor and their larger feudatories, and the questions which were even 
lately pending between Kolhapoor and the chiefs of Kagul and 
Inchulkurunjeo, the latter of whom to this day will not enter the 
town of Kolhapoor, he scemed satisfied with the necessity of the 
precaution. At the same time I considered that Government would 
gladly introduce into the agreement a few words which would give 
assurance to the Raja’s mind by indicating beyond a doubt the entire 
absence of any desire on the part of Goveriment to infringe the 
seignorial rights of the Raja—rights which in truth have been in a 
most generous and disinterested manner supported and maintained 
by Government in its relation with the minur state. 

Il. Ihave also at the request of the Raja added in the form of a 
marginal note the words “ who would (meaning the Political Agent) 
act as far as circumstances will permit in cooperation with the Raja’s 
government.” My object in giving the Political Agent direct super- 
vision over the sirdars has been fally explained, and I do not think 
there will be any objection to inserting the additional words if they 
are approved by His Excellency in Council. At the same time 
T would remark that while on the side of Government any dogma- 
tical assertion of the obligation of the Raja to follow the advice of the 
Political Agent is avoided, this courtesy might receive reciprocation 
cn the side of the Raja by omiiting to pledge the Politieal Agent 
in so many words to cooperation with the Raja’s government; which 
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would secure greater independence of action and a free exercise of 
discretion to the Political Agent in matters wherein it may be pre- 
dicated as 2 certainty discussion will arise. 

12, The Honourable the Governor in Council was pleased, in 
paragraph 19 of the Resolution, to sanction the appointment of a 
special Assistant for a term of one year, on a salary of Rs. 800 per 
mensem, to be defrayed from the revenucs of the Kolhapoor state. 
I was at the same time instructed to inquire what reduction can be 
made in other departments to meet this increased charge. 

13. As I would leave all the district mamlutdar’s establishment, 
and the courts of the sudder ameen and moonsiffs at their present 
strength, aud the Raja’s private establishments are not of a kind 
requiring to be brought under the immediate supervision of Goyern- 
mont, | will confine my observations and suggestions to the offices of 
the Political Superintendent and his immediate subordinates, 


14, With this object I beg to append a statement of the present 
establishmtnts, which stand as follows :-—

15. In handing over the administration to the Raja I would 


transfer, as proposed in paragraph 48 of my report of 8th December 
last, the duftur carcoons, and a portion of the chitnees’ carcouns for 
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employment under the Raja, and for a- foundation for his new estab- 
lishments in the same way, as many of them were lately transferred 
from the durbar establishments to the office of the Political Super- 
inttendent. 

16. When this transfer should be completed I would propose to 
retain for performing the duties of the Political Agent’s office the 
writers and chitnees’ establishments, transferring any of the latter 
who might be superfluous to the Raja. 

17, Oleonne the office to be finally retained by the Political 
Agent would be framed according to the work to be actually per- 
formed.; and considering the supervision that would still be retained 
over Kolhapoor affairs, I cannot anticipate that the work would be 
very much reduced. Revenue business, it is true, would in a great 
measure cease to be the duty of the Agent, but on this account 
I propose the entire transfer of the large duftur establishment lately 
organised for the special purpose of revenne supervisicn. 

18. There would remain correspondence with Government, includ- 
ing transmission of annual reports, and as at present the submission 
of explanation of every imaginable subject of appeal, a part of the 
duties which would, 1 think, increase rather than diminish. There 
would remain the adjustment of accounts with the Belgaum collec- 
torate, including the permanent charges for Kolltupoor Infantry and 
Southern Maratha Horse, also public works, the postal revenue, 
including sale of stamps, electric telegraph receipts, and the new — 
stamp revenue introduced under Act XXXVI. of 1860 into the 
military cantonment. Lasily, there would be, besides the managc- 
ment of a new civil treasury at the Agency, the correspondence 
relating to the treasure chest of the military cantonment, which is 
kept for safety in the palace treasury, and miscellaneous correspond- 
euce on various topics as in all the English offices of Government. 
These would form the duties of the English establishment, and the 
chitnees’ department, besides having tv supply a shroff for the 
civil treasury, would have to transact the native correspondence 
connected with the above, would have to maintain daily minute 
intercourse with ‘the Raja’s karbharees and with the karbharees of 
the higher jagheerdars, also-to afford assistance in the trial of the 
higher criminal cases received from the jagheerdars. Under these 
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circumstances I think, with reference to the figured statement shown 
above, the establishments now estimated at about Rs. 25,000 might 
be reduced by transfer and actual reduction to about Rs. 10,000 per 
annum, leaving Rs. 15,000 to be disposed of as follows. 


19. As the Raja is to have a state karbharee, I do not see the 
necessity for retaining the officer lately termed Deputy Political 
Superintendent and now Native Agent. His pay is Rs, 250 per 
mensem. Heis a most trustworthy person, and if he did not obtain 
employment suited to him under the Raja’s government, I should 
prefer his receiving a moderate pension, which Iam sure the Raja 
would be most willing to accede to. 


20. In consequence of receiving the Resolution of Government, 
sanctioning upder certain conditions the transfer of the administra- 
tidn to the Raja, [ have not availed myself of the authority granted 
by Government to appoint a successor to the late dufturdar, who 
died on the 23rd April last. The duties are intermediately performed 
at about half.the sanctioned cost, and the appointment is vacant 
whenever the transfer is to be made. 

21. Taking therefore the salaries of the native agent and duftur- 
dar at Rs, 250 each, there is a saving at once of Rs. 500 per 
mensem, or Rs. 6,000 per annum, which might go to defray the cost 
of the state karbharee to be hereafter appointed. 


22. This leaves the remainder of the duftur establishments and 
the carcoons of the ex-officio Assistant, the European Assistant, and 
the Native Agent, amounting to about Rs. 750 per mensem, orRs. 9,000 
per annum, to be transferred for employment under the Raja. 


23. On this subject I beg to state that I have consulted the Raja, and 
he has expressed his unwillingness to cause injury to any person by 
the new arrangements. Indeed, I do not think I can point out too 
strongly how unad visable it would be for the Raja, when first under- 
taking the administration, to incur the odium which would result 
from throwing these officers on the world. Besides it appears to me 
that these officers, through whose exertions the administration of 
Kolhapoor has beén most successfully conducted, and the state affairs 
brought from bankruptcy to prosperity, have claims upon the state, 
that therefore the Raja should employ them on his new establishments, 
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or otherwise provide for. them by suitable pensions, to the attainment 
of which object the finances of the state are now fully adequate. 

24, The ex-officio Assistant receives no extra remuneration for 
the judicial duties performed by him, and as his status and pay as 
commandant of the local corps will remain unchanged, the only 
difference in his position would appear to be relief from a consider- 
able portion of his present duties, by the transfer of the civil appeals 
from the lower courts‘to the Raja. This would leave only such 
duties to him as_giving assistance’in the appeals from the higher 
jagheerdars, whom, for reasons assigned, I propose stillto retain under 
the immediate supervision of the Agency, and other general duties. 

25. With regard to the Civil Surgeon, who is also an Assistant, 
and receives Rs. 100 per mensem for the charge of the jail and the 
town of Kolhapoor, and who also holds magisterivl ‘charge of the 
‘Kurveer and Sherole peithas, I would propose that this officer should 
retain medical charge only of the jailand civil hospital in the suburbs 
of Kolhapoor in addition to his charge of the Kolhapoor Infantry, 
but that he should be considered ex-officio Assistant to the Politi- 
cal Agent, and’ should continue to receive the extra Rs. 100 -per 
mensem, attending professionally, if required, on the Raja and his 
family. I have consulted the Raja on this subject also, and he readily 
concurred in the proposals. I think it offers advantages quite com- 
mensurate with the additional remuneration, and I should very much 
regret if the changes were to cause injury to an officer who has done 
much good in effecting improvements in the jail and the town, and . 
has afforded me considerable assistance in the discharge of the magis- 
terial duties. Dr. Wiehe’s position, as above described, might enable 
him to effect good indirectly by advice in municipal matters, even 
after his more direct control had been removed. ‘ 

26. It was in order to give me more leisure for discussing and 
arranging the details of the coming changes, and in order to complete 
the Inam investigation, that in December last I urged the appointment 
of a special Assistant. 

27. .A reference to my report No. 576, dated 26th instant, will 
show His Excellency in Council that the Inam investigation has 
made great progress, particularly during the last six months, and 
rather than incur the additional expenditure, I will, with the permis- 
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sion of Government, endeavour to carry on ‘the duties as heretofore 
with such extra assistance as Captain Gray and Dr. Wiehe can 
render me. ® 

28. It is possible that. if the special Assistant be dispensed with, 
His Excellency in Council may think fit to allow Rs. 100 per men- 
sem to Captain Gray, on the understanding that the extra remunera- 
tion should cover any extra duties he may have to perform in con- 
nection with the coming changes ; but as His Excellency in Council 
was not able to sanction my application for this increase on a previous 

‘occasion, I can only throw out the suggestion, knowing that it will 
receive kind consideration at his hands. 

29. _ The measures in progress can hardly be expected to be very 
palatable to any portion of the large establishments under me, and I 
trust that His Excellency in Council, giving due consideration to the 
great benefits which have accrued to Kolhapoor from the superinten- 
dency now about to be abolished, will be able to afford support to 
my various recommendations, so as to enable me to proceed with as 
little injury to individual interests as possible. ; 

30. I presume that as the contemplated changes are effected 
entirely at the desire and solicitation of the Raja of Kolhapoor, the 
additional expenditure which may be incurred will be borne by His 
Highness. This point was prominently submitted to the notice of His 
Excellency in Council in paragraph 50 of my report of 8th December 
1860. Referring to the concluding portion of paragraph 5 of the 
Government resolution, I would recommend that the control of the 
British government should be considered to continue at least until 
the debt may be fully liquidated, and that the Raja should be required 
to defray,as long as may be deemed proper by Government, the 
expenses of the Agency, including the salaries of the Agent, his Assist-. 
ants and establishment, for all which His Highness has from the first 
been quite prepared. ; 

31. It would also be desirable that the subject of payments on 
account of military and other public buildings at Kolhapoor should 
be introduced into the agreement, and specially that the Raja should 
pledge himself to hold available for works of -inter-communication 
the proceeds, retrospective and future, of the ghaut tolls imposed. 
under authority of Government letters No. 1223, dated 23rd March, 
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the late arrangements for the Sawasthans of Vishalgurh and Bowra, 
telinquished by them in favour of Kolhtapoor. 

32. There is good reason to believe that the. Raja would be 
willing. to cooperate with the British government in measures of 
internal improvement, &c., but it isin my opinion absolutely neces- 
sary to take timely cognizance of the fact that imposing conditions of 


. agreement at all leads. to a natural inference that the conditions 


specified are to hold good and none others, 

33. In my report of 8th December, attention was mainly turned 
to the subject of a safe and beneficial administration of Kolhapoor * 
itself, and the means available for the liquidation of the British debt, 
but it is necessary before completing the agreement that the demands 
of the British ‘government, in order to meet the expenditure of the 
modified administration, should receive due consideration. With this 


-view I beg to submit for the attention of Government an additional 


clause, marked separately (aecom panimeut B) which if approved may be 
appended as Clause VIII. of the agreement to be signed by the Raja. 
| 34. Referring to the concluding part of paragraph 18 of the Go- 
verument resolution under reply, which directs that 1 should report what 
other preliminaries are necessary to the transference of the admini- 


stration, I beg to state that I think it will be desirable as soon as 
: His Excellency in Council has favoured me with his instructions on 


ie 
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the subjects mooted in this report, for the administration to be car- 
ried on in the name of the Raja, reports by the local subordinates to 
be addressed te the Raja’s government, the affairs being conducted 
for one year by the Political Superintendent, with designation chang- 
ed to Political Agent, the formation of the Raja’s establishments 


‘by. transfer, &c. to be effeeted gradually during the year, und the 


administration of the Raja to be finally inaugurated by the appointment 
of the state karbharee, who should be selected in the meantime. 
35. All the preliminaries for this perpese should be settled during 
the year preceding the final transfer, The treasure belonging to. 
the military cantonment and the treasure held to the credit of the Gol- 
lector of Belgaum should be transferred to the Agency from the 
palace treasury where they are now kept. I consider that it would 


“be very unadvisable to keep up the system of one treasury as at 


present. As soon as the transfer has heen mide. the Aoont’s fnanat,t 
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the demands of the British government, and he should be relieved of 
all direct responsibility in the Ruja’s disbursements, as by Clause IIL. of 
the proposed agreement the revenue administration would be entirely 
in the liands of the Raja. The accounts of the Agency should con- 
tinue as at present to be transacted through the Collector of Belganm. 

36. . There are many questions which will naturally arise in the 
course of the changes proposed, but if, as stated in my 29th para- 
graph, His Execllency in Council can sanction the proposals regard-. 
ing the establishments, I do not doubt that in the course of one year 
all arrangements may be placed on a definite footing, the orders of 
Government heing solicited on any important questions of detail 
which may arise from time to time. 

37. One subject mentioned in the 4th paragraph of the Resolution 
of Government should not remain without reply: the nuzzerana: 
payable by Kagul and Tuchulkurunjee will amount to two lakhs of ° 
rupees, but of the lakh due from Kagul Rs. 50,000 have been paid, . 
and the remaining Rs, 50,000 will not be due for three or four years. — 
at least. ‘There are deposits in the treasury on account of Tnchul-_ 
Kurunjee to the amount of more than one lakh of rupees, and the - 
nuzzerana will be recovered from this, and I think the anticipation of 
His Excellency that the debt will be further reduced by two lakhs of 
rupees may be fulfilled ; but with reference to the large sums held ia 
" deposit for the jagheerdars of Vishalgurh and Bowra, which will now 
have to be paid, I could not pledge myself with due consideration to 
the future expenditure to a larger reduction than one lakh of rupees. 

38. I would strongly advise that the signing of the agreement 
and the transfer of authority should be’ simultancous with the 
_ selection of a state karbharee, and that for reasons which it is hardly 
necessary to recapitulate, the subject having- been so carefully dis- 
cussed in my previous reports, the transfer should on no account be 
allowed until the state karbharee should be actually appointed 
and at hand to assume his important duties under the Raja. :

The Honourable the Governor in Council approves of the draft 
agreement marked A, forwarded with the Political Superintendeni’s 
letter, including the conditions for the payment by the Raja of the 
detachment of the Southern Maratha Horse as long as it may be 
stationed in Kolhapoor territory. It is advisable, however, that the 
‘names of all the higher jagheerdars who are to be under the special 
supervision of the Political Agent should be mentioned in Section 

. VIL Government have no objection to the insertion of the marginal 
note in this section, as the subject of the section appears to have 
been viewed with some anxiety .by the Raja. 


2. The draft Clause VHI. contained jn Appendix B, providing 
for tle payment by the Raja of the expenses of the Agency, and for . 
his keeping up the buildings necessary for the troops stationed at 
Kolhapoor, is also approved of by Government, 


3. The Political Agent should now proceed under that altered 
designation to carry on the administration; as Suggested in Mr. 
Havelock’s 34th paragraph, in the name of the Raja, the state establish- 
ments being formed, as proposed, by gradual transfers made with the 
Raja’s consent, and the entire inauguration of the Raja’s government 
being effected when all the necessary preliminaries have been com- 
pleted. Government think it advisable that the appointment of the 
state karbharee should not be deferred, but that it should take place 
whenever the Raja may have selected a Proper person for the office, 
the salary of which may be provided for as Suggested in the 2ist 
paragraph of Mr. Havelock’s letter. The new minister will then be 
cognizant of the details of the transfer of administration, and will be 
better prepared to take upon himself the responsibilities of office. 

4. The arrangements in regard to treasure and accounts which 
Mr. Havelock proposes in-his 35th paragraph are fully approved, 

5. When the measures for the transfer of the administration ‘are 
further advanced, the Political Superintendent should submit for the 
approval of Government a detailed statement showing the establish. 


« 
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ment which is permanently to be retained for the Agency at the 
expense of the Raja of Kolhapoor. Mr. Havelock will then have the 
opportunity of offering such further remarks as may be necessary 
with reference to the subject of paragraphs 12 to 29 of his present 
letter. 


B.— Agreement. ; 


Whereas a desire has been expressed by’ His Highness the Raja, of 
Kolhapoor to assume the administration of the affairs of that state, 
His Excellency the Honourable thé Governor of Bombay in Council 
has, in consideration of the Raja having atained full age, and having 
evinced loyalty towards the Government of Her Majesty the Queen, 
more particularly during the disturbances of 1857-58 when the 

* Raja’s brother, Chima Saheb, was an active conspirator, resolved to 
transfer to the Raja the administration of Kolhapoor with such reser- 
vations as are contained in an agreement to be signed by the Raja. 

2. It is superfluous to make it an article of agreement that the 
Raja should in all important affairs follow the advice of the repre- 
sentative of the British government at Kolhapoor. The Raja has 
received such constant proofs of the friendly disposition of the 
British government, and has expressed such ready concurrence with 
its views and wishes, that it will be doubtless his desire at all times to 
secure in future the benefits to be devived from the right of its repre- 
sentative to offer advice and remonstrance to the Raja’s_ government 
in internal disputes or other affairs calling for interference. 

3. In like manner also in the choice of a karbharee or minister, 
while it might be more agreeable to the Raja that his minister 
should not be the exclusive choice and the servant of the British 
government, it is at the same time highly desirable that in the first 
instance at least the chief minister in Kolthapoor, self-governed, should 
be one whose nomination by the Raja is fully approved by the 
British government. 
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4. In accordance with the spirit of the above observations, the 
following specific conditions of agreement are proposed for the accept- 
ance of the Rajac— * , 
I—That under the Raja’s administration there should be a 
khasgee* karbharee as at present, whose accounts should 


be kept separately and be annually included in the state 
accounts in a single item. : 


HI.—That the Raja’s durbar should send its correspondence witlr 
other courts through the Political Agent, 


Iil.—That the revenue administration should be entirely in the 
hands of the Raja, he’ making arrangements for the 
liquidation of the British debt by instalments of at least 
one lakh of Company’s rupees per annum. 


1V.—That the” Raja should make no new alienations of land 
without the concurrence of Government until the British 
debt is liquidated. ; 

V.—That the Kolhapoor Infantry should be maintained at its 

: Present strength and be under the command as at present 
of British officers, and that the Raja shoyld continue to’ 
pay Rs. 28,914 per annum, the sum required for the 
detachment of the Southern Maratha Horse at Kolhapoor, 
so long as it may be deemed desirable to station the 
detachment within the Kolhapoor territory. 


Vi.—That the present three native courts of civil justice be 
maintained with an appeal court to be called the Raja’s . 
court. _ 

That there should be a combined court of the Raja and the British 
Agency for the disposal only of cases against the higher sirdars. 

The mamlutdars should have authority in minor criminal cases as 
at present. . : 

That for more serious criminal cases there should be a nyayadish 
court, imposing sentences of imprisonment of such period as_may be 
fixed by the Raja: sentences of longer imprisonment than three years 
to require the confirmation of the Raja, and sentences of death 
to be referred to the authority of Government. 
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VII.—That certain of the higher jagheerdars, such as. the 
Prutinidhee of Vishalghur, the Punt of Amatya of Bowra, 
the chiefs of Kagul, Inchulkurunjee, Kapsee, Torgul, 
the Sirlushkur Narrayen Rao of Kagul, Ruma Baee of 
Walwa, Himmut Bahadoor, should be considered as still 
in some degree under the supervision of the Pélitical 

- Agent, who should act, as far as circumstances will 
permit, in cooperation with the Raja’s government ; and 
that all criminal cases within the jurisdiction of these 

" sirdars involving death or imprisonment beyond seven | 
years should bé forwarded for trial before the Political - 
Agent for ‘submission to Government. The supervision 
proposed to be retained over these sirdars and the guar- 
dianship of such of them as may be minors, by the British’ 
government acting in concert with the Raja is not. in- 

‘tended in any way to infringe the seignorial rights of 
the Raja, but-merely to secure good government, and to 
prevent those disputes which in old days were frequently 
the cause of disturbance and bloodshed. 


VIIL.—That the Raja should defray, as long as it may be con- 
sidered necessary by Government, -the expenses of the 
Agency, including the salaries of the Agent with establish- 
ments. That the Raja should also defray the expense of 
all public buildings which may be deemed by Govern- 
ment. necessary for the troops stationed at Kolhapoor.

4. We have caused a notification to be issued in the Official 
Gazette of this Presidency announcing this change in the adminis- 
tration, as also the alteration in the designation of the Political 
Superintendent to that of “ Political Agent at Kolhapoor.” , 

5. .We have at the same time instructed ‘the Political Agent to 
keep us informed from time to time of the progress made towards the 


final inauguration of the Raja’s authority in Kolhapoor.

Sir,—I have the honour’ to report, for the information of the 
Honourable the Governor in Council, that 
agreeably to the instructions contained in 
paragraph 3 of the Government resolution accompanying your 
letter * No. 236, dated 10th September last, to the effect that it is 
advisable that the appointment of a State karbharee should not be 
deferred—the Raja of Kollapoor has after. consideration selected Mr. 
Nana Morojec, Deputy Collector of Poona, as the person in his 
opinion best suited for the office of State karbharee. 

2. His Highness has, I think, been guided in making this selection 
not only by the high repute for talent and integrity. gained by Mr. 
Nana Morojee in the service.of Government, but also by the favourable 
impressions reecived during the period the native officer in question 
officiated as tutor to the Raja and his younger brother Chima Saheb 
under the superintendence of the late Major Graham. , 

3. At the same time the Raja has repeatedly expressed in conver- 
sation with me his conviction that in selecting a chief karbharee 
whose appointment should be entirely approved by the British go- 
vernment, it is indispensable that the person selected should have his 
own personal confidence and regard, and he has made it a particular 
point to request that the appointment should be considered temporary, 
or rather probationary, fora period of six months. Although I think 
it would be desirable that a selection so unexceptionable as the 
present one appears to me to be in every way should be permanent,

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yet considering the greatanxiety evinced by the Raja on the subject, 
and the vital importance to himself and his administration involved in 
the selection, [ cannot do otherwise than recommend for the consider- 
ation of Government the Raja’s application for Mr. Nana Morojee’s 
services as chief karbharee on «a salary of Rs. 500 per mensem, 
leaving tothe Raja the right to dispense with his services after 
a period of six months, Mr. Nana Morojee’s present appointment 
being retained for him in case of his not remaining at Kolhapoor. 


4. I am only fearful lest the arrangement proposed in concession 
to the wishes of the Raja may in any way be inconvenient to Go- 
vernment. If it be notso, I have much hope that the temporary 
appointment will become a permanent one. I may add that whereas 
the Raja evinces so much anxiety on the subject of harmonious | 
cooperation on the part of the chief karbharee, it is very probable 
that permanent good-will and confidence may be happily secured by 
his retaining during the first few months the option of dispensing 
with his new adviser’s services if found unacceptable. 


5. With regard to the qualifications of Mr. Nana Morojee, 
though [ have never had the pleasure of even seeing him, I have not 
the least doubt of his being competent to undertake the high and 
responsible duty of chief karbharee of Kolhapoor, and I believe his 
zeal, ability, and integrity to be already so well known to Govern- 
ment that I have not thought it necessary to refer to the testimonials 
which I am aware he is able to submit.

2. In reply Iam desired to inform you that His Excellency in 
Council is averse to the appointment of Mr. Nana as chief adviser of 
the Raja of Kolhapoor and prefers another nomination. 

3. You are requested to explain courteously but clearly to His 
Highness that the British Government will feel compromised if he 
takes for his minister a man who turns out unqualified for the post, 
and that they feel no confidence that Mr. Nana Morojee is possessed 
of the necessary qualifications. 

4. You will at the same time advise the Raja to make the 
selection for the responsible office of chief karbharee with much 
deliberation and care, impressing upon His Highness the necessity of 
procuring the services of a person who will be entitled by experience 
and character to the confidence not of himself only but that.of his 
subjects also. 

5. In tendering your advice to the Raja, the Governor in Council 
would point *to the advisability of your discouraging in every way 
the pretensions of any candidates who have taken part in the former 
iatrigues of Kolhapoor and the states of the Southern Meals 
Country.

S1r,—I have considered in Council the letter of your Excellency’s 
Government, dated 12th June (No. 37) 1861, respecting the proposed 
transfer to the Raja of Kolhapoor of the administration of that state. 

2, The manugemest of Kolhapoor has been in the hands of the 
British Government since the suppression of the insurrection in 1845, 
when: it was assumed by us with a view both to -the resforation

the administration has been altogether remodelled, the revenues 
largely increased, and the greater portion of the debt on account of 
insurrectionary charges paid off. 

3. Entirely concurring therefore in the opinion expressed by 
your Excellency, that “ when no political considerations intervene all 
native princes should govern their own territories, and undertake 
the entire responsibility of governing them,” I am glad to believe 
that the time has now arrived when “the restoration of the Raja to 
power would not be attended with danger in a political point of 
view,” and of the correctness of Mr. Havelock’s observation, that 
« jt would be extremely popular amongst all classes,” there can be little 
doubt. The very success which has attended our administration, 
whilst it might seem to render the proposed change a matter of doubt-

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fulexpediency, at thesame time makes unnecessary the continuance of a 


direct superintendence of affairs on the part of the British Government, 
since the two objects had in view in assuming the administration, viz. 
the restoration of tranquillity and the payment of the debt, have been 
attained or.sufficiently secured. The Raja is now twenty-seven years 
of age, and is described as fully competent, after a brief period of in- 
struction, to take upon himself-the duties and’ responsibilities of his 
position. It is also stated that he ardently wishes to doso. He was 
but a boy in 1844, and could therefore have taken no active part in 
the rebellion of that year, and as he displayed loyal feeling towards 
the British Government in the crisis of 1857-58, Her Majesty's 
Government are of opinion that the power which he desires ought 
no longer to be withheld from him. 


4. The manner in which it is proposed gradually to invest the 
‘young Chief with authority has my entire approval. For some time 
it is not intended to introduce any material change into the present 
successful system of administration. The government will, indeed, be 
carried on in the name of the Raja, the Political Superintendent’s de- 
signation being altered to that of Political Agent; but it will not be 
until after the expiration of one or two years that the British Govern- 
ment will entirely resfen the control which it now exercises. In the 
interim it is probable that the balance of debt on account of insurrec- 


tionary charges will be further reduced, and the Inam investiga~ 


tion, which might be the source of considerable embarrassment to a 
new ruler, will be completed. : 

5. When this probationary period shall have paved the way, it is 
proposed by Mr. Havelock to transfer the entire administration to 
the Raja on certain conditions. These conditions and the provisions 
which are contained in them (as modified by you) for the gradual 
relinquishment of minute interference, seem to have'been judiciously 
conggived and carefully considercd. The first, viz. “ that there should 
be a chief minister, whose appointment and dismissal should be 
entirely in the hands of the British Government,” you very properly 
rejected ; such a clause would doubtless be very unpalatable both to 
the Raja and the people, and it is sufficient to stipulate that the ap- 
pointment should be subject to the approval of the British Govern-

Highness on the subject of the character and sualimeatons:0 of the 
person whom he should select fur his future minister. 


2. It was mentioned i in my letter No. 1091,-dated 28th No- . 
vember last (Secret Department), that the Raja laid very great stress 
upon the point that the person selected should have his own personal’ 
confidence and regard, and the greatest dificulty-His Highness has 
felt in making a selection has arisen from his. want of personal ace 
quaintance with those persons whose character and experience would 
claim for them the entire confidence and approval of Gévernment. 
It is therefore chiefly on this account that His Highness desires the 
appointment should be considered temporary or probationary for a 
period of one year. 


.3. With this proviso the Raja has finally selected, subject to the 
approval of Government, Ram Row Nursiv Row, Dufturdar -to the 
Revenue Commissioner, Southern Division, and has requested me to 
apply for the services of that officer as chief karbharee, on a salary of 
Rs. 500 per mensem, leaving to His Highness the right to dispense 
with his services at the expiration of one year. 
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4. Ram Row Nursiv has held for many years one of the highest 
and most responsible appointments open to the native servants of 
Government in this Presidency, and if his servicés can be placed at 
the disposal of the Raja, I would suggest that his present position as 
regards actual office and his claims to pension should be guaranteed 
to him, so that he should run no risk of loss by undertaking the 
duties of an office which will impose much labour and responsibility.

2. In my despatch of the 24th December (No. 47) 186], in which 
1 communicated to your Excellency my sanction of the general plans 
sketched out by Mr. Havelock, two points in connection with these 
proposed measures were adverted to as being in some respects open 
to objection,—first, your intention to.abstain from binding the Raja 
' by any specific condition to abide by the advice of the officer 
representing the British Government; secondly, the appointment ° 
of a special Assistant, at atime when. your Political Agent would 
be relieved egf the greater portion of the executive business of the 
administration, ; ‘ 

3. I have ndw received your letter of November 27th (No. 69) 
1861, from which it appears that the agreement alluded to has been 
snbmitted to your Excellency’s government, and with certain modi- 
fications approved by you, and that the administration of Kolha- 
poor has since the 13th of October last been carried on jn the name 
of the Raja. ; ; 

4. These proceedings took place before the recei pt of my previous 
despatch, but I perceive with satisfaction that ove of the points to which 
I before adverted, viz. the appointincnt of a special Assistant, his been 
on further consideration deemed unnecessary by Mr. Havelock himself, 
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5. With regard to the ether point, I should have preferred that 
the right of the British representative at Kolhapoor to offer advice 
and remonstrance to the Raja’s government should have been laid 
down in more definite terms than appears to have been the case. 
Since, however, the agreement has already received your Excellency’s 
sanction, I will only express my hope that the loyalty hitherto evinced 
by the Raja towards the British Government, confirmed as it doubt- 
less has been by this last, amongst many other procfs of friendly 
disposition towards him, will lead him to yield a ready deference to 
the views of the British representative. 

6. .1 concur in your Excellency’s opinion that the appointment 
of a State karbharee should take place as soon as possible. The new 
. minister will by these means become acquainted with his duties during 
the period which may elapse before the entire relinquishment of 
interference on the part of the British Government shall have thrown 
upon him the full responsibilities of his office. 


7. It only remains for me to express my general approval of the 
other provisions contained in the agreement, and of the manner 
in which the way has been paved towards the final assumption of

3. Adverting to the 3rd paragraph of your letter, which directa 
me to bear in mind the observation contained in the last paragraph 
of the despatch when submitting the detailed statement alluded to in’ 
the 5th paragraph of the resolution of Government, forwarded with : : 
the Government letter of the 10th September last, No. 236, I beg to 
state that the exira Assistant was recommended by me as desirable 
not after the transfer of the greater part of the executive business of 
the adminiagration, but during the preparation for that transfer when 
I should be much occupied by discussion and consultation with thd 
Raja himself’; this has in effect been the case for some time past and ~ 
will be fur some time longer. It was, I think, upon this under. 
standing that His Excelleacy in Council was pleased to make the 
conditional sanction mentioned in Government resolution which 
accompanied letter No. 150 (Secret Department), dated 31st May 
1861. The sanction however, as His Excellency in Couneil:ig aware;

4. Tavail myself of - this oppurtunity to report, for the informa- - 


tion of the Honourable the Governor in Council, certain steps which 
Dk 
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have been lately taken by the Raja with the object of initiating himself 
in the management of affairs, and thus preparing the way for the 
final inauguration of his government. 

5. The Raja has of late on several occasions sat with me in open 
cutcherry while I am receiving petitions, and has thus had opportu- 
nity to observe how cases are disposed of, and to discuss the merits of 
claims and disputes in much the same manner as if he were conduct- 
ing the government himself. His Highness has also very lately at my 
urgent advice adopted the practice of holding open cutcherry, for the 
discussion of questions relating to the management of the hoozoor 
and durmadai expenditure, which was handed over to him by my: 
predecessor, and also of such questions on state affairs as are from 
time to time referred to him. 

6. His Highness has also arranged to effect, in communication 
with me during the present season, the revenue settlement of one of 
the districts of his principality, and has undertaken to review a 
number of previous civil court decisions, criticising them by ,the 
standard of the new Act for civil procedure, with the view of obtaining 
acquaintance in some degree with the principles of civil justice and ~ 
the practice of the civil courts, : 

7. These measures, if steadily carried out will, I trust, tend finally 
to impress a good stamp on the character of the new government, 
by the Raja himself being able and willing to share svith his minister 
and officers the labours and responsibilities of his government, and 
have the more immediate good effect of showing to the native public 
at Kolhapoor that their chief is really about to assume his proper 
position as their ruler, and that he is mindful of the duties which 
will devolve upon him ; -for it should be borne in mind that the Raja’s 
very limited supply of funds has hitherto preserved him from any 
great temptations to extravagance, and that his entire exclusion from 
business, or, until the last three years, from the management even of 
his private income, has prevented his exhibiting hitherto any aptitude 
for business or state affairs.

Reviseo AGRREMENT. 


Whereas a desire has heen expressed by His Highness the Raja 
of Kolhapoor to assume the administration of the affairs of that state, 
His Excellency the Honourable the Governor of Bombay in Council 
has, in consideration of the Raja having attained full age, and having 
evinced loyalty towards the Government of Her Majesty the Queen, 
more particularly during the disturbances of 1857-58, when the Raja’s , 
brother (Chima Saheb) was an active conspirator, resolved to transfer 
to-the Raja the administration of Kolhapoor, with such reservations 
as are contained in an agreement to be signed by the Raja. 

In carrying out the proposed transfer eof administration, the 
Honourable the Governor in Council considers that in the choice of a 
karbharee or minister while it might be more agreeable to the Raja 
that his minister should not be the exclusive choice and the servant of 
the British government, it is at the same time highly desirable that 
in the first instance at least the chief minister in Kolhapoor self- 
governed should be one whose nomination by the Raja is fully 
approved by the British government. 

In accordance with the spirit of the above observations, the follow- 
ing specific conditions of agreement are proposed for the acceptance 
of the Raja :— 

I.—That the Raja should accept and act in conformity with such 
recommendations on questions of importance as the 
Political Agent at Kolhapoor may give, 

H].—That under the Raja’s administration there should be a 
khasgee karbharee as at present, whose accounts should 
be kept separately and be annually included in the state 
accounts in a single item. 

IWE—That the Raja’s durbar should send its correspondence 
with other courts through the Political Agent. 

IV.—That the Revenue administration should be entirely in the 
hands of the Raja, he making arrangements for the 
liquidation of the British debt by instalments of at least 
one lakh of Company’s rupees per annum. 
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V.—That the Raja eshould make no new alienations of land 
without the concurrence of Government until the British 
debt is liquidated. 

VI—That the Kolhapoor Infantry should be maintained at its 
present strength and be under the command, as at present, 
of British officers, and that the Raja should continue to 
pay Rs. 28,914 per annum, the sum required for the 
detachment of the Southern Muratha -Horse at Kolha- 
poor, so long as it may be deemed desirable to station 
the detachment within the Kolhapoor territory. 

Vif. ~That the present three native courts of civil justice be 
maintained with an appeal court, to be called the 
Raja’s court ; : 

That there*should be a combined court of the Raja and 
the British Agency for the disposal only of cases against 
the higher sirdars ; 

The mamledars should have authority in minor criminal 
cases as at present ; ; 

That for more serious criminal cases there should be a 
nyayadish court imposing sentences of imprisonment of 
such periods as may be fixed by the Raja ; sentences of 
longer imprisonment than three years to require the con- 
firmation of the Raja; and sentences of death to be 
referred to the authority of Government. 

VII.—That certain of the higher jagheerdars, such as the 
Preetinidhee of Vishalghar, the Punt Amatya of Bowra, 
the chiefs of Kagul, Inchulkurunjee, Kapsee, Torgul, the 
Sirlushkur, Narayen Rao of Kagul, Himmut Bahadoor, 
should be considered as still in some degree under the 
supervision of the Political Agent, who should act as far 
as circumstances will permit in cooperatoin with the 
Raja’s government, and that all criminal cases within 
the jurisdiction of these sirdars involving death or 
imprisonment beyond seven years, should be forwarded 
for trial before the Political Agent for submission to 
Government. The supervision proposed to be retained 
over these sirdars, and the guardianship of such of them 
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as may be minors by the British government acting in 
concert with the Raja, are not intended in any way to 
infringe the seignorial rights of the Raja, bat merely to 
secure good government, .and to prevent those’ disputes _ 
which in old days were frequently the cause of disturb- 
ance and bloodshed. . 

1X.—That the Raja should defray, as long as it may be consi- 
dered necessary by Government, the expenses of the 
Ageney, including the salaries of the Agent with estab- 
lishments. That the Raja should also defray the 
expense of all public buildings which may be deemed by 
Government necessary for the troops stationed at 
Kolhapoor. :

2. In reply, [have the honour to state that after consultation 
with His Highness the Raja of Kolhapoor and his new karbharee 
.or minister Ram Row Nursiv, I am, with deference, of opinion that 
the transfer may take place on whatever date it is the pleasure of 
Government to fix with due regard to the arrangements which will 
be submitted in this report for consideration, and 1 would suggest 
that the formal inauguration of the Raja’s authority should be accom. 
panied by such ceremony as may convey vividly to the public mind 
‘the interest with which Government regard an event of very great mo- 
ment to Kolhapoor, which principality derives an importance.from its 
. old traditions, and from the fact of its being the sole remaining seat of 
the great Maratha Raj of Sivajee, far exceeding its intrinsic import- 
ance in respect of territorial extent, revenue, or population. 


3. There are, however, several points of detail which it is desirable 
that I should submit for the orders of the Honourable the Governor

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4. Thad the honour, under instructions from His Excellency the 
Governor to submit in letter No. 617, dated 6th August 1862, a plan - 
for carrying out the design contemplated by Government of uniting - 
the Political Agency Southern Maratha Country with the Agency at 
. Kolhapoor, and it is obviously desirable that before effecting the 
final’ transfer of authority, the detail of the plan, and the means for 
carrying on the Agency, should be considered. and a definite decision 
be passed. By Clause 1X. of the revised agreement the Raja pledges 
himself to defray the expenses of the Agency, including the salaries of 
the Agent, with establishment. The total expenses under this head 
should, I think, be estimated and fixed as nearly as practicable, so as 
to give the Raja a fair approximate idea of what the charges under 
this lead will be.» 


5. The arrangements proposed for’the Agency treasury were ap- 
proved in paragraph 4 of Government resolution accom panying letter 
No, 236, dated 10th September 1861, but the scale of establishment 
and other particulars for carrying the proposal into effect were sub- 
mitted in my letter No, 617, dated 6th August, and await the orders 
cf Government. 


6. The“ Khasgee Khata,” or account of expenses of the Raja’s 
household and subordinate establishments, is by Clatise II. of the 
revised agreement to be Kept separately under the khasgee karbharee, 
and the accounts are to be annually included in the state accounts in 
a single item. 


7. The sum sanctioned for the khasgee or private expenditure is - 
Rs. 80,000, and under the remodelling effected by the late Political 
Superintendent, Mr. A. D. Robertson, the hoozoor dharmadaee 
‘expenditure, amounting to Rs, 33,122-2-8, was handed over to the 
Raja for disbursement, with the view to increase his importance 
and dignity ; the aggregate of the two sums thus supervised by the 
khasgee karbharee is Rupees 1,13,122-2-8. 


8. ‘The Raja has for some time past employed himself in junction 
with the state karbharee in reviewing the khasgee expenditure under 
two heads—Firstly, increased allowances required to maintain the 
rank and dignity of the Raja with due regard both to his own 
improved position and the improved finances of his territory; 
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Secondly, increase in the expenditure over former estimate by the 
very great and notorious enhancement of prices. 

9. have examined the papers submitted by the karbharee Rani 
Row Nursiv, but I considered that while the Raja and the karbharee 
guaranteed the full ability of the state to pay its annual fixed instal- 
ment on the debt, it was not at the present state of affairs incumbent - 
on me to criticise very narrowly the details of the allowances fixed, 
They appeared to me to be all legitimate and proper, and while fully 
-agreeing with the karbharee that the state Tevenue was adequate to’ 
meet the expenditure, I could net oppose the natural desire of the 
Raja that on his assuming the position of an actual tuler, some 
increase of outlay be assigned under the head of entertainment and 
purely personal expenditure. 

10. The proposed increase is on account of

-11. In addition to the above, there is an estimated increase on 
account of enhanced prices of grain, &e. for the Raja’s honsehold and 
private stud, which subject has been carefully scrutinized by com- 
parison of averages of annual prices ; the increase under this head 
amounts te Rs, 24,853-2-7, but this js only estimate. Since the 
abolition of revenue in kind effected in 1858 by the late Superia- 
tendent, Mr. A. D. Robertson, under the sanction of Goverament, . 
annual compensation has been allowed to the Raja for his loss on 
450 candies of rice now purchased at bazar prices, and which used to 
be supplied from the state collections in kind: the enhancement of 
the revenue from this charge has been shown in previous reports to 
he far in excess of the compensation: the rates have now been per- 
manently setiled under the sanction of Government, and the compen - 
sation annually allowed is included in the estimate for increase of 
prices. This may he estimated at about Rs, 10,000. In the year 1860-6] 
additional compensation was Tequired for the enhanced price of other 
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grain to the amount of Rs, 7,771-6-1 1, so that the Rs. 24,853-2-7 will 
probably not be greatly in excess of the amount really required. I have, 
however, taken the precaution to advise that any sum which may be 
saved on this estimate shall be considered as saved to the state 
account, and not to the khasgee account, to which resolution the Raja 
and karbharee have both affixed their signatures. 
12, Referring to the additional expenditure mentioned in para- 
graph 10,1 beg to point out that all the sirdars whose estates have 
been under Government supervision, when invested with authority, 
find, however, frugal their disposition may be, the demands on their 
liberality in the way of presents and entertainments enhanced beyond 
all comparison, because they can no longer return the simple answer 
that their expen&s are limited, Now itis difficult to estimate the de- 
mands of this kind, which may be made on the Raja of Kolhapoor at 
a time when the feelings inseparable from a knowledge of his import- 
‘ance and authority are new, and would render it the more difficult 
. for him to refuse. The Raja has therefore executed a written docu- 

ment, not in the form ofan agreement, but in the form of a recorded 
* determination signed by himself and his karbharee, that under no 
plea whatever is the newly fixed khasgee allowance to be exceeded 
in the course of any year until the debt due to the British govern- 
ment is liquidated in fall. : ; 

13. It will thus be observed by His Excellency in Council that I 
have endeavoured, while acceding to the Raja’s wishes on a point on 
which with the treasury at his disposal it would be difficult for the 
Political Agent to interfere to place a positive, clearly-defined limit to 
the demands of followers and visitors; and I venture to hope that 
under my assurance, given in connection with the voluminous finan- 
cial details from time to time submitted of the revenue being quite ade- 
quate for the purpose, His Exceilency in Council will be able by an 
expression of approval to strengthen the hands of the Raja and his 
responsible adviser (the karbharee) in what appears to me their very 
excellent determination. 

14. Referring to paragraph 4 of the despatch from Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for India, dated 24th December 1861, No. 47, 
in which the probability was mentioned that the balance of debt on 
account of insurrectionary charges will be further reduced, and the 
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Inam investigation which might be the source of considerable embar- 
Tassment to a new ruler will be completed, I bee to point out that 
the debt which was then shown to stund ata little less than seven lakhs 
of rupees has been reduced by two more lakhs, besides interest on the 
principal, so that the debt already stands at’a litte less than five 
lakhs. There is no question but that before the close of the present offi- 
cial year one lakh (the stipulated instalment) and the interest on the 
sbalauce can be paid, leaving only about four lakhs for liquidation. — 


15. With respect to the Inam investigation, this has not been 
completed, because from the nature of the revenue system of Kol- 
hapoor, and the immense number of small alienations bearing rent 
under the name of “ Puttees,” the investigation will probably extend 
over very many years, ; 


16. The immense number of attached Tnams has been, however, 
materially reduced, partly by release and partly by transfer to khalsa 
after investigation, and the “jubtee khata,” or revenue of lands 
under attachment, which stood four years ago at about a lakh of 
rupees, is now reduced to about Rs, 30,000, and is in progress of further 

‘reduction ; though as mentioned above attachments yearly taking | 
place on account of death of incumbents, the investigation is yet a 
work of many years. The mildness of the operation hitherto is proved 
by the actual reports submitted to Government, and by the almost 
entire absence of appeals in nearly two thousand cases adjudicated 
under myself and my predecessor, Mr. A. D. Robertson. 


17, Ithas been mentioned in previous reports that there fs a 
large sum due on account of deposits ; the total estimated sum at 
present due, which in practice will be found in excess of what has to be 
paid, is about Rs. 1,64,000, which was sume time ago set apart under 
my instructions so as to prevent any possible embarrassment by the 
money not being available when required for payment. A large por 
tion belongs to the Inchulkuranjee Sawasthan, and will be recover~ 
able by the Kothapoor state on account of tuzzerana under the late _ 
decision of Government regarding {nchulkurunjee. = 

18. The question of arrangements for this important feudator 
remains for final settlement, but under Clause VIII. of the revised 
agreement, the affairs’ of Inchulkurunjee will continue liable to the 
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immediate advice and interference of Government through the 
Political Agent. 


19. The balance in the Treasury on 19th October 1862 stood 
thus :-—

20. One more subject I would desire to submit for the orders 
of Government : it was desired in letter No. 1970, dated 14th June 
last, from Mr. R. West, Officiating Under-Secretary to Government, 
that the arrears of civil cases should - be disposed of before handing 
over the administration to the Raja. His Excellency in Council is 
aware that since the munth of April last 1 have been deprived of the 
assistance of the officer commanding the Kolhapvor Infantry, who 
used to conduct the duties of the appellate court. His Excellency in 
Council is also doubtless aware that the proceedings in these cases are 
always voluminous and often intricate. I have devoted such time 
as my other duties would allow to the appeals, and beg to invite 
attention to the following figurés :—

{ do not think any difficulty will be found if the plan be approved 
by Government, in keeping the remaining appeals separate for dispo- 
sal by the Political Agent or some other officer of the Agency, and 
thus handing the court over free of arrears to the government of 
the Raja. I have lately Leen obliged to prohibit new appeals being 
received, or the balance would have increased in a ratio altogether 
beyond my powers of disposal without assistance; and 1 may be allow- 
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ed to mention the fuct that more appeals have been decided as an

21. The revised agreement duly executed by His Highness the 
Raja of Kolhapoor is herewith submitted, and the counterpart signed. . 
by myself has been made over to the Raja 
as ordered in the resolution of Govern- 
ment accompanying your letter No. 160,* dated 17th: April 1862,

22. With reference to paragraph 4 of the despatch received with 
your memorandum under reply, I beg to report that the karbharee 
has ever since assuming charge of his duties in May last conducted 
the revenue management of the province subject to my authority on 
questions of importance, and that I have now further, with the object - 
of initiating the Raja into the practical labour as well as theory of 
administration, requested the. karbharee to conduct the revenue 
business under the Raja’s authority, referring any questions on which 
h@#and the Raja may have doubts to the Political Agent. Ihave, 
however, deferred ‘making over the issue of treasury payments and 
the general command of the purse until formal authority shall be 
allowed to the Raja by Government, and | have a'so retained the civil, 
judicial, and criminal judicial authority as hitherto,

Articles of Revised Agreement with His Hicuwess the Rasa 
of Ko.uapoor, dated the 20th October 1862. 


Whereas a desire has been expressed by His Highness the Raja of 
Kolhapoor to assume the administration of the affairs of that state, 
His Excellency the Honourable the Governor of Bombay in Council 
has, in consideration of the Raja having attained full age, and having 
evinced loyalty towards the government of Her Majesty the Queen, 
more particularly during the disturbances of 1857-58, when the 
Raja’s brother (Chima Saheb) was an active conspirator, resolved to 
transfer to the Raja the administration of Kolhapoor, with such 
reservations as are contained in an agreement to be signed by the 
Raja. 


In carrying into effect the proposed transfer of administration, the 


Honourable the Governor in Council considers that in the choice of ° 


a kurbharee or minister, while it might be more agreeable to the Raja 
that the minister should not be the exclusive choice and the servant of 
the British government, it is at the same time highly desirable that in 
the first instance at least the chief minister in Kollapoor self-govern- 
ed should be one whose nomination by the Raja is fully approved’ by 
the British government. 


In accordance with the spirit of the above observations the follow- 
ing specific conditions of agreement are proposed for the acceptance 
of the Raja :— 

Article I. 


That in all matters of importance the Raja of Kolhapoor agrees to 
follow the advice of the British government as conveyed by the 
Political officer representing that Government at Kolhapoor. 

Article 11. 


That under the Raja’s administration there should be a khasgee 


. ‘karbharee as at present, whose accounts should be kept separately, and. 


be annually included in the state accounts in a single item.

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A rticle III. 


That the Raja’s durbar should send its correspondence with other 
-courts through the Political Agent. 


Article IV. 


That the revenue administration should be entirely in the hands of 
the Raja, he making arrangements for the liquidation of the British 
debt by instalments of at least one lakh of Company’s rupees per 
annum, : ; 


Arlicle V. 


That the Raja should make no new alienations of laud without the: 
concurrence of Government until the British debt is liquidated. 


Article VI. 


That the Kolhapoor Infantry should be maintained at its present 

s strength, and be under the command, as at present, of British officers ; 
and that the Raja should continue to pay Rs. 28,914 per annum, the 

.$um required for the detachment of the Southern Maratha Horse at. 
Kolhapoor, so long as it may be deemed desirable ‘to station the 
detachment within the Kolhapoor territory. 


Article VII. 


That the present three native courts of civil justice be maintained, 
with an appeal court, to be called the Raja’s court. ; 


That there should be a combined court of the Raja and the British 
“sAgency for the disposal only of cases against the higher sirdars, 


The mamledars should have authority in minor criminal cases, as 
* at present. , 


That for more serious criminal cases there should be a N yayadesh ; 
court, imposing sentences of imprisonment for such period as may 
be fixed by the Raja; sentences of lorger imprisonment than three 
years to require the confifmation of the Raja; and sentences of death 
to pers to the authority of Government.

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Article VIII. 


That certain of the higher jagheerdars, such as the Prutinidhee of 
Vishalghur, the Pant Amatya of Bowra, 

the Chiefs. of Kagul, Inchulkurunjee, 
Kapsee; Torgul, the Sirlushkar, Narayen Rao of Kagul, Ruma* Baee 
Walwa, Himmut Bahadoor, should be considered as still in some 
‘degree under the supervision of the Political Agent, who should act, 
as far as circumstances will permit, in cooperation with the Raja’s 
gévernment; and that all criminal cases withia thegurisdiction of 
these sirdars involving death or imprisonment. beyond.seven years 
should be forwarded for trial before the Political Agent, for submission 
to Government. The snpervision proposed to Le retained over these 
sirdars, and the guardianship of such of them as may be minors by 
the British government acting in concert with the Raja,‘are not- 
intended in any way to infringe the seignorial rights of the Raja, but 
merely to secure good government, and to prevent those disputes 
which in old days were frequently the cause of disturbance and 

bloodshed. :

Article IX. 


That the Raja should defray, as long as it may be considered neces- 
sary by Government, the expenses of the Agency, including the 
salaries of the Agent, with establishments. That the Raja should 
also defray the expense of all public buildings which may be deemed 
by Government necessary for the troops stationed at Kolhapoor.
